TRAINING FOR MANAGEMENT 


N October last year, after discussion with representative bodies of the industry, 
the Government invited the British Institute of Management to set up a 
small expert committee ‘to consider the various problems involved in initiating 
and developing management and supervisory training programmes in the 
building industry in the United Kingdom.’ In collaboration with the Board 
of Building Education, a ‘study group’ was formed consisting of Sir Hugh 
Beaver (chairman), Mr. Cecil A. Francis, Mr. Howard V. Lobb, Mr. James H. 
Mills, Mr. F. W. Oakley, Sir Harry Pilkington, Mr. P. E. Trench, Mr. Ronald 
Wates, and Mr. D. E. Woodbine Parish, with Mr. A. F. Stewart as secretary, 
and Sir Eric Seal, of the Ministry of Works, as observer. The report of this 
study group,* dated April, 1956, just issued, runs to something under 10,000 
words and makes no claim to being an exhaustive survey of the subject ; never- 
theless, it throws much useful light upon it and makes some thoughtful recom- 
mendations aiming at improved facilities for education and training for manage- 
ment. A summary of the conclusions and recommendations is given on page 902. 


There is, of course, already a wide range of courses in business management 
available to industry generally at private institutes, polytechnics, technical 
colleges and a few universities, but so far as the building industry is concerned 
there is a lack of adequate background management training facilities. The 
report states that apart from a one-week course conducted for the industry by 
a firm of management consultants and a few experimental courses for the super- 
visory grades, no recognised course within the industry of the executive develop- 
ment type exists. 


While admitting the value of courses directed generally at the principles 
and broad functions of management, the report stresses the need for a number of 
management courses ‘specially tailored’ for the building industry and goes so 
far as to envisage a staff college for the industry as an ideal to be aimed at. 
That may well come in time, but the immediate need seems to be for the pro- 
motion of special courses at selected colleges. These, it is suggested, should be 
of two categories : (1) For the promising young man who at the age of about 28 
has completed his technical training, and (2) for the man of 35 or over, who 
shows capacity for ‘high and perhaps the highest responsibility.’ These courses, 
the first of not more than a week, the second of perhaps four weeks, should, 
it is thought, be residential and whole-time—‘not provided on an odd day in 
a week or in evening classes.’ This seems to us to be a practicable proposal 
of real value, well within the range of accomplishment, and we hope that it 
may be promptly followed up. 


The report rightly points out that practical training must always account for 
a considerable part of management training, and states that although theoretic- 
ally a channel of promotion is open from general foremanship to the upper levels 
of management, ‘actual instances of the attainments of such promotion are 
relatively infrequent.’ This is a matter that might well be given closer attention. 
Comparatively few privates can hope for the marshal’s baton, but there are 
probably many more capable of wielding it than is commonly supposed. Many 
of our greatest firms were founded and built up by men who started at the 
bench. 


It should not be thought that the neglect of training for management and the 
steps that are now being taken to put matters right imply any crisis in the 
affairs of the industry. The need for action arises chiefly from the fact that the 
new type of large-scale job is more one of assembly than of craftsmanship, 
and as such requires for its management a new attitude of mind and new training 
for that mind. It is not to be doubted that good management based on practical 
experience will continue to be well within the scope of the ordinary intelligent 
builder over a wide range of work, though that is not to suggest that a course 
of theory would do him any harm.

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RENT CONTROL : BEGINNING OF THE END? 


+ tees new Rent Bill (the main provisions of which were summarised in our 

issue last week) represents the second attempt in three years to deal with 
the problem of rents and repairs. On the earlier occasion, Parliament tried to 
deal with the problem within the framework of the Rent Acts ; it was hoped 
that landlords would be encouraged to keep their property in good repair 
by allowing them to charge a repairs increase based on the rise in repair costs 
since 1939. In fact (as we showed at the time) the permitted increase was barely 
sufficient to meet the rise in building costs up to that date, and the continued 
inflation of costs has made it ever more unrealistic. Moreover, the conditions 
for obtaining the increase were unfair in that the landlord was expected to have 
kept the property in repair out of the previously inadequate rents. It is hardly 
surprising that the results have been disappointing. 

This time, the Government are seeking a solution on new lines. All dwellings 
with a rateable value of over £40 in Greater London, and over £30 elsewhere 
in England and Wales, are to be freed from rent control as soon as the new Bill 
comes into force. Houses below these limits will remain subject to control, 
but only so long as the present tenants (and members of the family succeeding 
to the statutory tenancy) remain in occupation. The rent of houses which 
remain subject to control is to be related to the rateable value—an excellent 
reform which has been widely advocated for some time. The normal rent 
limit will be twice the gross value, but this figure will be reduced if the landlord 
is not responsible for all repairs or if the house is not properly repaired. 

What is the likely result ? A substantial number of houses will be taken 
out of control almost immediately, and some controlled rents will go up, but 
the effects may be less drastic than some people expect. Although the rateable 
value limits may be lower than was anticipated, they are still high enough to 
catch many of the smaller properties and, in particular, many thousands of 
tenements let as separate dwellings. As regards houses remaining subject 
to control, it may be found in many cases that the rents are already not far 
short (if they have not actually reached) the prescribed maximum of twice 
the rateable value. 

Even so, it is clear that the new Bill is intended as a big step towards the 
complete abolition of rent control and that the Government are pinning their 
faith on the effects of a free market. Psychologically, this may be very important. 
Control over rents has obviously been a necessity since the outbreak of war in 
1939, but the way in which it has been administered has been both unrealistic 
and unfair. Landlords as a class have been badly treated and denied rights 
open to other members of the community. Small wonder if some of them have 
thought it hardly worth while to spend money on substantial repairs and 
improvements. A new deal may encourage them to take a greater interest 
in their properties. 

There is, of course, the risk that some landlords will try to snatch quick 
profits at the expense of proper maintenance. This problem can to some extent 
be dealt with under the provisions of the Housing Acts to which even de- 
controlled houses will remain subject. The standards of fitness prescribed 
by the Heusing Acts are, however, somewhat modest and could well be 
tightened up, particularly in regard to decorative repairs. The Government 
would relieve some anxiety and at the same time make a positive contribution 
to the improvement of housing standards by some new legislation on this point. 

The houses which remain subject to control for the time being constitute 
a more difficult problem. The permitted increases are not likely in many cases 
to be sufficient to induce landlords to spend large sums of money on repairs. 
It seems more probable that any encouragement of the landlord to do extensive 
repairs will come from the prospect of decontrol when there is a change of 
tenant, rather from the immediate benefit. Unfortunately, the Bill does not 
tighten the standards of repair required of the landlord in this connection; if 
anything, it appears to weaken them. Here again, the powers of local authorities 
under the Housing Acts should be of assistance, particularly if they can be 
strengthened in the way we have suggested.

Oxford’s Science Area 

A RESOLUTION calling for an open 
architectural competition for plans for a 
three-dimensional master scheme to 
determine the site and bulk of buildings 
proposed for the Science area within the 
Keble-road triangle, will be discussed in 
Congregation on December 4. 

The resolution has been put forward 


by nearly 70 members, and includes the 
suggestion that Sir William Holford, Dr. 
J. Leslie Martin and Professor Robert 
Matthew should be appointed assessors 
of the competition. As drafted, the 
resolution calls on the Hebdomadal 
Council to reconsider as a matter of 


urgency its policy with regard to the- 


five-acre site bounded by Keble-road, 
Parks-road and Banbury-road_ within 
which the new science area would be. 
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Notes of the Week 


National Buildings Record 


(THE National Buildings Record <op- 

tinues to press on with its aim of 
compiling a complete record of arch tec. 
ture in Englaxd and Wales by mean; of 
photographs and measured drawings. The 
annual report for the year ended Apr | 12 
last, issued from 31, Chester-teriace, 
Regents Park, N.W.1, refers to an im- 
pressive list of buildings measured in the 
last 10 months of the period wu :der 
review; further measured drawings |! ave 
been obtained from public and pri ate 
sources of other buildings demolishe or 
threatened with demolition, and m iny 
gifts of photographic negatives have .lso 
been received. 

The work of the NBC can fairly be 
described as of great importance a: a 
time when wholesale destruction of s0 
many historic homes and other build ngs 
is taking place, and it is therefore sstis- 
factory to note that the financial st:ain 
on the organisation has been ‘sens bly 
relieved ’ by the increase of the Treasury's 
grant-in-aid from £12,500 to £15,000. The 
report is well illustrated with photographs 
of doomed or already demolished g:eat 
houses and castles, the perusal of which, 
despite all that the preservation of 
accurate records can do, creates a feeling 
of melancholy and foreboding for a 
civilisation that can jettison such 
possessions. 
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‘City and Guilds’ Appeal 

AN APPEAL to industry for financial 
help is being made by the City and Guilds 
of London Institute with the support of 
the Duke of Edinburgh, President of the 
Institute. The signatories to the appeal, 
headed by the retiring Lord Mayor of 
London, Sir Cuthbert Ackroyd, include 
many men of distinction in industry and 
commerce. Briefly, subscriptions amount- 
ing to £50,000 per annum are needed (a) 
to finance the development of the large 
number of new courses on which the 
Institute is engaged (at the request of 
industry) and (b) to provide and main- 
tain premises adequate for the greatly 
expanding work of the Institute. 

The main work of the Institute is to 
initiate and develop with the close 
co-operation of industry, at technical 
institutes throughout the United Kingdom 
and in many parts of the Commonwealth, 
courses for the part-time education and 
training of operatives, craftsmen and 
technicians and to conduct related 
examinations. At any one time, over 4 
quarter of a million people actually in 
industry are taking one of the hundreds 
of City and Guilds courses held in tech- 
nical colleges or within industry itself. 
The value of the Institute’s work is well 
known to the building and civil engircer- 
ing industries. Generous support should 
be forthcoming.

Stained Glass at the Polytechnic 


"THE Regent-street Polytechnic School 

of Architecture has mounted a small 
exhibition of stained glass against the 
Library windows and in the two main 
corridors at Little Tichfield-street, W1. 
This closes today (Friday, November 23), 
but will well reward a last minute visit. 


The revival of interest in, and aptitude 
for, stained glass by the younger genera- 
tion seems significant. It would, 1 think, 
be misleading to perceive in it the 
beginnings of a religious revival—indeed 
its enthusiasts stress the secular possibili- 
ties of the medium, in which they hope 
constructively to interest architects: 
hence the Polytechnic experiment. But 
I do feel that something almost as 
important artistically may be emerging. 
People have long shown a growing dis- 
satisfaction with abstractions in art. I 
do not mean only the layman, with 
whom abstract art never really caught on 
(though unknown to him it has influenced 
much accepted industrial and other 
applied design) but even people normally 
receptive to trends and ‘isms,’ and even 
artists themselves. 
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The Need to Relate 


This may be the instinctive need of a 
realistic age to rationalise or relate what 
may otherwise seem willful obscur- 
antism: and since for better or worse, art 
must * represent’ something, the preten- 
tious symbolism of so much abstract art 
is apt to deter simple aesthetic enjoyment. 
What may be popularly acceptable as a 
textile design or even a layout of pipe- 
runs becomes suspect and irritating when 
it is framed and labelled ‘ Formation 
Flight into the Subconscious.” Apart 
from the traditional iconography of 
religious art, stained glass has successively 
taken in its stride and absorbed the 
rigid conventionalisation of both the 
Middle Ages and the pre-Raphaelites— 
and indeed almost every idiom short of 
representationalism—including abstrac- 
tion, the medium’s limitations serving as 
it were to keep these things on the rails. 


Complementary to’ Architecture 


I make the point at some length, since 
the work shown—that of a group of 
former RCA students, several of whom 
are now teaching elsewhere—will largely 
be described as ‘abstract.’ But this is 
entirely justified and made explicit by 
the intrinsic quality of the medium—that 
of translucent, pure colour—and the 
method of its use. This is the ideal 
complement to architecture, and possibly 
a better catalyst for an artist-architect 
collaboration than mural painting. 

The glass is allied with cement, with 
mosaic, and with wrought metal in relief 
as opposed to flat lead cames. Of the 
group, I thought the work of C. de Vic 
Carey and T. H. Fairs perhaps the most 
fully realised in architectural terms, but 
with Anthony Holloway, Dervck Winter, 
Robin Denny, Allan McWilliam, Mac 
Evans and Jennifer Simpson they form a 
formidable team spreading a_ gospel 
which should be read, marked and 
learned by all architects emerging from 
the more sterile austerities: and, perhaps 
more importantly, by their clients. 


Crafts Centre 


I can with a clear conscience draw 
attention to the Craft Centre’s Christmas 
Exhibition at Hay Hill, Berkeley-square. 
Not only is the Crafts Centre a non- 
profit-making body comprising the main 
representative societies: but also [| am 
doing the discriminating reader a good 
turn, quite as much as the craftsman, in 
suggesting a convenient shopping centre 
(until December 21) for equally dis- 
criminating relations and friends. 

If he (or she) has choosy customers 
among them, exchangeable gift tokens, 
value from ten shillings upwards, are 
available which should make it almost 
as blessed to receive as to give. The 
work displayed includes silver and 
jewellery, pottery, glass, furniture, tex- 
tiles, embroidery, carvings, calligraphy, 
colour prints and engravings. You can 
spend as little as three bob, but John 
Rhodes’ clavichord is surely a bargain at 
fifty guineas for the purse or stocking 
elastic enough for such a well-tempered 
Christmas-box.

HESE two related blocks were designed for Selby 
Urban District Council who wished to erect a 
block of lock-up shops with flats over and some old 
people’s dwellings to be let at the absolute minimum 
rent. The contract price for the shops and flats, 
and including the block of garages behind, was 
£16,396; that of the six old people’s dwellings was 
£4,997. 

Shops: The six shops each have a yard at the rear; 
all internal partitioning and shopfitting have been left 
to the tenants. The reinforced concrete cantilevered 
balcony provides to each shop-window a certain 
amount of shelter from rain and direct sunlight. 

Flats: There is a small sun balcony entered from 
the kitchen of each flat; from this balcony there is a 
staircase to a small yard below. The staircase is built 
of precast concrete treads supported by an in situ 
concrete central string. Vertical teak posts, teak 
handrails and galvanised tubes form a safety balus- 
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trade to the staircase. The external walls are Hems- 
worth red pressed rustic facing bricks and the roof 
is finished with ‘Antique’ concrete tiles laid on 1 in. 
wood-wool for thermal insulation. The windows 
are the standard metal type. 

Old people’s homes: Each dwelling has a living- 
room, a double bedroom, kitchen and bathroom. 
An all-night burner fire with back-boiler heats the 
living-room and provides hot water. There is a wall- 
mounted electric fire in the bedroom. There is a 
veranda shared by each pair of dwellings, which have 
a south-easterly aspect. 

A ‘Tubby’ bath is provided, with a wooden plat- 
form and wall handle. Finishes include, on external 
walls, ‘Selby’ multi-coloured rustic facing bricks; 
the roofs are the same as the adjacent flats. The 
colour scheme consists of white frames, fascia and 
barge boards, birch grey gutters and downpipes, 
and verdigris green front doors.

Leadership in Building 
To the Editor of The Builder 


QIR,—It has become very widely 

accepted that there is a need for close 
team work between architects and 
quantity surveyors at all stages of a build- 
ing project — particularly at the sketch 
plan and design stages. The fact that very 
little has been done in practice is not dis- 
couraging—the acceptance in principle is 
a healthy sign. 

The broad details, too, are fairly well 
defined, and it is recognised that the quantity 
surveyor for his part must equip himself 
with a new conception of cost—namely, the 
distribution of the whole cost of a building 
throughout its functional parts, so that any 
one part bears a proper and economical 
relationship to the others. Cost analysis 
has become almost sine qua non—a means 
of producing this basic information so that 
it can be adapted for use in cost planning 
new projects. How this analysis is obtained 
is a matter of individual preference, as are 
the number and nature of the parts into 
which it is divided; nevertheless, as with all 
progressive thinking, it was inevitable that 
an attempt should be made to produce a 
ready-made analysis by the obvious method 
of billing in these parts or elements, instead 
of in trades. The problem, simply stated, 
was whether the advantages of so doing 
would outweigh the disadvantages. Most 
people have tended to reserve their judg- 
ment on elemental bills of quantities until 
more evidence is available which will allow. 
of a considered opinion. 

The RICS sub-committee have gone to a 
great deal of trouble to obtain and sift all 
the evidence and opinions of members in 
order to pronounce at least an interim 
‘pinion, and this they are still considering. 


Viewed in this light, Mr. Blacker’s 
opinions, as expressed in his letter of Novem- 
ber 16, are at the very least surprising. It 
is not easy to determine with any certainty 
from his letter whether Mr. Blacker is an 
architect or a quantity surveyor—he may be 
a builder—but one thing is certain, we must 
assume that he, like Brutus, is ‘an honour- 
able man,’ and that his out-of-hand con- 
demnation of elemental bills of quantities is 
not mere heckling. Therefore, if his views 
are to be accepted as a serious contribution, 
it must be assumed that they are either based 
on a very wide practical experience of this 
form of billing or that he has a better solu- 
tion to offer. 

If the latter be the case, one might suppose 
that his reticence in revealing it was simply 
that he did not wish it to become just 
another ‘interesting diversion for Ministry 
officials °"—but in view of the need for the 
dissemination of information, so often 
expressed at the RIBA Summer Conference 
at Norwich this year, it would surely be in 
the national interest that he should share his 
knowledge.

Statutory Control of Elevations 
To the Editor of The Builder 


SjIR,—The real cause of dissatisfaction 

with elevational control under the 
Town and Country Planning Acts is that 
there are no generally accepted standards 
of judgment, and it is perfectly absurd 
that the fate of a design should depend, 
as it sometimes does, on the whims of 


people who know nothing about 
architecture. 
Only competent persons should be 


allowed to sit in judgment, and while 
there is so much difference of opinion 
about style the only test should be 
whether a design is good of its kind. As 
it is, good modern work is often turned 
down because it is novel, while bad is 
approved merely because it is familiar. 

Everyone has his pet grievance. Mine 
is a certain Surrey village that, only a few 
years ago, was a place of quiet old-world 
charm. To-day accretions of speculative 
builders’ bungalows, semi-detached 
houses and squalid shops have turned it 
into a suburban monstrosity. If control 
over elevations had _ been _ properly 
exercised this could not have happened. 
Yet this sort of thing still goes on almost 
everywhere unchecked. 

The time has come, in my opinion, 
when speculative house builders and 
others who know no better should be 
provided with good designs by the State, 
free of charge. The architectural pro- 
fession would lose nothing as its members 
would not be employed privately for this 
sort of work in any case. 


AN INTERESTED LAYMAN. 
Elemental Bills 
To the Editor of The Builder 


SIR,—It is surely time the builders’ 

estimators raised their voices on this 
subject, for they must agree that any 
additional cost in time and money spent 
in compiling tenders is to be deplored. 
A comment was recently made that too 
many departments now exist to help, or 
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hinder, the man that lays the bricks tat 
produce the building; has yet anot.er 
department to be created to abstract 
elemental bills into a usable document? 


It is of course impossible to produce a 
document to suit all its many users, >ut 
one must never forget that bills of 
quantities are produced primarily for ‘he 
builder’s estimator to _ establish a 
monetary basis for a contract, and ° iis 
primary need alone should be conside: :d, 
The estimator wants a document wh ch 
clearly presents the requirements of he 
building in such a form that it can 5e 
fairly priced and moneyed out within 1¢ 
inadequate time usually allowed h n. 
His labours should not be increa::d 
merely in order to adapt his documeni to 
a secondary purpose. It is even unde: _r- 
able, in my opinion, to split a contr ct 
into numerous blocks thereby giving 1 
estimator the job of inserting (we ho; e) 
the same prices in similar bills wh: ch 
merely carry a different title. 


We have through the years had to lisien 
to or read in your columns of many w.i0 
want their own particular requirement 
given precedence so that they may lo 
their part without too much bother to 
themselves, a short list being: 


(1) The order clerk who would like 
materials given separately so that he can 
comfortably reduce his searches to the 
minimum. 

(2) The progress chart compiler who 
would like the labour shown separately so 
that his job is simplified. 

(3) The architectural draughtsman who 
would like to be told where everything is 
to be fixed so that he knows what to inciude 
on his working drawings. 

(4) The clerk of the works who echoes 
number (3), so that he need not spend too 
much time looking through his drawings. 

(5) The bonus clerk who would like the 
bills in ‘scaffold heights’ so that he need 
not measure too much for his weekly output 
figures. 

(6) The young quantity surveyor who 
would like the bills in ‘storey heights’ so 
that he can prepare his certificates without 
too much trouble. 

(7) The architect who wants the bills 
annotated so that he need not bother to 
produce that most useful document which 
all need and wish to have—the specification. 

(8) The statistics compiler who has no 
limit to the re-arrangements he desires for 
his queer occupation of filling in forms for 
pigeon-holing. 

It is indeed gratifying to know that an 
article produced for a primary purpose can, 
with little trouble, be used for many other 
purposes, but that does not mean that its 
primary purpose should be destroyed in 
favour of its secondary uses. 

We are now asked to prepare an elemental 
bill which will give no more or better 
information than that which any experienced 
quantity surveyor can now readily give, and 
if the RIBA contract (clause 2, last para- 
graph) is to be observed then surely 
elemental bills are right out of court. 

Some of the advocates of elemental bills 
too easily forget that bills of quantities grew 
out of necessity and that their present format 
is due to long experience of the best method 
of expressing the constituent parts that mae 
a_ building. : 

An excellent history of quantity survey- 
ing written by Mr. J. Nisbet was publish ‘d 
in the RICS Journal in February, 19:2. 
This paper tells how the work of the prof: s- 
sional quantity surveyor grew out of nec s-

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sity from the days, in the early nineteenth 
century, when the architect’s estimate too 
frequently bore no resemblance to the actual 
cost. I am sure that the present-day 
architect’s estimates would be no nearer the 
mark if they used the information in the 
form it is given in elemental bills. 

Bills of quantities should not be prepared 
on a basis of muddled thinking, and may all 
true Sassenachs splice up their ‘ scuntions’ 
and slap holes through these elemental 
walls, as I am certain their truly honourable 
brothers across the border will do.

&IR,—In regard to Mr. King’s com- 

ment (your issue of November 9) on 
my mention of elemental bills in a talk 
on general quantity surveying procedure, 
I made it clear that I was only a learner 
taking my test. I was talking to potential 
examinees in the same subject who, as in 
other spheres, would be interested in 
what the test was like. I was only 
referring to disadvantages, mostly of a 
minor nature, not objections. There are 
disadvantages in everything, even quan- 
tity surveying or writing to the Press! 
To pursue Mr. King’s metaphor on one 
point, it is just as well to know where 
roads lead before putting up signposts, 
and it is better to put them up before the 
road is made. 

My only experience is in preparing the 
bill, not in the cost analysis at sketch 
stage for which it can be used. The 
theory of the latter seems excellent, but 
whether it has practical value only 
experience can decide. It evidently 
involves a good deal of time and a rather 
different relationship between architect 
and quantity surveyor, if the architect 
plans to the surveyor’s idea of cost, 
instead of the surveyor trying to assess 
the value of the architect’s schemes (and 
dreams!). The maximum value of the 
idea seems to be in its use for a series of 


comparable buildings: its adaptation to 
buildings of a different character is less 
reliable, until over a period records of 
a variety of types of buildings have been 
accumulated. 

What one must determine is whether 
the unproductive time (if I might call it 
so) spent in the cost control at the sketch 
stage achieves something worth while 
(and. perhaps whether the sum of errors 
in the adjustment of some 30 rates does 
not leave one as far from the mark as the 
error in assessing a single over-all price 
per foot cube or ver foot super!). If our 
clients want us to try, we must serve 
them.

QIR,—In the letter from Mr. R. C. 
King (The Builder, November 9) I am 
interested in the paragraph referring to 
the manner in_ which _ sub-contract 
inquiries are handled. Whilst the intro- 
duction of elemental bills may not vary 
the way in which a general contractor’s 
estimator sends out extracts from bills for 
pricing, it is commonly the case that such 
information is completely inadequate if 
an intelligent price is to be submitted. In 
many cases the extracts received from 
different builders are completely at 
variance since some, for instance, seek a 
price, say, for structural floors only, 
whilst for the same job another requires 
an estimate for the floors and supporting 
re framework. 

In most cases, all require the sub- 
contractor to inspect drawings other than 
at their own offices and, having done this, 
the sub-contractor finds that the success- 
ful main contractor is the one who has 
not even asked a sub-contractor to quote. 

Often, of course, the sub-contractor is 
given so little time to quote that he is 
unable to arrange for an inspection of 
drawings even if they are readily 
available. 

What a waste of time and money in an 
era when everyone seeks to reduce build- 
ing costs overall.

‘A Question of Etiquette’ 
To the Editor of The Builder 


IR,—I have much sympathy with ‘A 
Federated Builder’ (your issue of 
October 5) and, on behalf of all builders 
affected and for two in particular in this 
locality, I would like to protest at the 
lack of ordinary business courtesy of 
many architects. 

Tendering is a fairly costly item for 
small builders and, at least, they should 
be informed of the result of tenders but 
they seldom have an acknowledgement 
and, most times, never hear the result. 

I also would like to quote an example: 
A builder received the usual documents of 
tender for a dwelling house for a pro- 
fessional man and the tender figure was 
about £6,000. After submission, the client 
told the builder he was very interested in 
his (the builder’s) price but that the cost 
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was more than he had been led to expect 
and would the builder care to sug:est 
economies.

Two months after this the builder lear xed 
through a third party that another bui ler 
must have received the order, and it as 
found that brickwork had reached d. .c. 
level. He wrote to the architects asking to 
be informed of the result and sugges’ og 
that if he were unsuccessful wou!d te 
accept, on behalf of their client, his acco ‘nt 
for services rendered after the tender | ad 
been submitted, and giving them an idea of 
those services. 

One month after this, as he had had 10 
reply, he telephoned the architects’ of ce 
to inquire if they were going to answer < 1d 
give the information. As this must have bi 2n 
about two months since their order vas 
placed he asked whether it was their us al 
practice to ignore letters and tenders fr.m 
other builders and was told that they usualy 
did inform unsuccessful builders. Two dys 
later the architects wrote saying that is 
tender was rejected and pointing out tliat 
the form of tender clearly stated that their 
client did not undertake to accept the lowest 
or any tender, and in the circumstances 
they could not recommend that he accept 
any account. 

To this the builder replied that he was 
fully aware of what was stated in the tender 
documents and he enclosed his account for 
services rendered after the submission of 
tender. To date there has been no reply. My 
builder friend has another name for ‘ser- 
vices rendered’ which I am sure is familiar 
to others with the same experience. 

This is not an isolated case; I feel sure 
this treatment is widespread and that it 
would do good to invite similar instances as 
most small builders seem to think all archi- 
tects are higher mortals and are loath to air 
their grievances.

The Rotapark

~I1R,—Though greatly interested in the 
ingenious ‘ Rotapark’ project (The 
Builder, November 9), I am not sure that 
I understand it. Here is my difficulty: 
The building would accommodate 320 
cars on ten floors. Let us suppose that it 
is full and that all the owners want to 
collect their cars about the same time, a 
not unlikely possibility in the case of a 
building in theatreland, for instance. 
Presumably all 320 owners would have 
to queue up and wait their turn. 


To get a car would involve at least 
seven operations:— (1) Present disc to 
central control office with payment due;

; i new Presbyterian church is sited among 

existing housing in the angle between two roads, 
Plymouth-road and Carleton-avenue. The site is 
level with a clay subsoil. There was an old pit on the 
site and the building had to be designed round it; 
the car park is over the top. The accommodation at 
the moment is 216 seats in pews; if chairs, which have 
been designed to harmonise with the pews, are added, 
the seating is 277. It is intended to build a hall in the 
future and remove the stage now at the south-west 
end of the church; the seating will then be 312 in 
pews, plus another 30 in chairs. 


The structural system is precast portal frames and 
load-bearing brickwork. The plinth is of dark blue 
engineering bricks, the walls are ‘ Buckley Junction’ 
buff multi-rustics with a raked back joint. The roof 
of the porch and church is copper with standing seam 
joints and a concealed gutter. The vestry block is 
finished with green mineral 3-ply felt. The timber 
fascia to the church is painted off-white while the 
vestry block has a precast eaves unit with Portland 
stone aggregate. Reconstructed Portland stone is 
also used for the window mullions in the church and 
children’s chapel with Westmorland green stone 
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Nave and chancel 
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panels. Elsewhere the windows are painted deal. 


Internal finishes. The church floor has oak blocks; 
the walls are plastered, with a stippled finish to the 
reredos wall. The ceiling is slotted acoustic tiles, 
suspended. The vestry flooring is thermoplastic tiles, 
the walls are plastered and the ceilings are plaster- 
board and skim on battens below the precast concrete 
roof.

Services: The wiring in the church is in ‘Pyrotenax, 
and heavy gauge conduit in the vestries. Door and 














chancel fittings are in wax-polished oak, pews are 
moulded plywood, veneered with African walnut. 
Ironmongery is of bronze and doverite-covered 
aluminium. The nave ceiling is coloured grey and the 
chancel off-white with joints in gold.

HE Herman Infant and Junior Schools, together with the Peterhouse Schools, complete the primary 

school accommodation necessary for the Magdalen College Estate. The school is situated on a six-acre 

site at the extreme south-west end of the borough and just within the borough boundary. It is adjacent to the 

authority’s new Technical High School, and is surrounded on its northern and eastern boundaries by a new 
housing estate which it is intended to serve. 

The building is designed so that the junior school, with 320 children, and the infant school, with 240 chil- 
dren, are two completely independent schools, except for shared dining and medical inspection facilities. 
The cost per place based on the contract of February 11, 1954, amounts to £130 8s. Od., as compared with the 
then MoE limit of £146 per place. This cost includes the provision of built-in locker units, work benches 
with sinks, stone cove skirtings and louvred blinds to roof lights. The contract price, including site works, 
was £78,216. 









Structural design.—The whole of 
the double-storey structure and 
infants’ assembly hall is a steel- 
framed structure using a 10-ft. grid. 
Intermediate stanchions on_ the 
ground floor are omitted on the 
outside, thus giving an unobstructed 
window wall. These window walls 
are set back from the artificial stone- 
encased stanchions thus ensuring a 
considerable amount of sun shading 
during mid-day. The grid is broken 
only on the first floor in order to 
maintain areas and both here and 
on the ground floor the stanchions 
are generally 3-in. diameter steel 
columns exposed within the room. 
The roofs are bitumetal roof deck- 
ing. 

Generally, the building is in 11-in. 
cavity walling, that on greater part 
of the first floor being rendered with 
*Stonite.’ Infilling panels in the 
infants’ assembly hall are in vertical 
teak boarding on timber frame. 
The three staircases are in situ R.C. 
with terrazzo strings and linoleum 
finish to the recessed risers. 


The heating system consists of a 
low-pressure automatic feed hot-

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ater boiler supplying pressed steel 
radiators in corridors and adminis- 
t ative rooms, etc., and unit heaters 
i1 each teaching room. The domestic 
| ot water is supplied from a separate 
toiler, and blended water only is 
supplied to infants’ basins. Juniors 
| ave hot and cold to each basin. 

Practically all the ground floor 
artition walls are in 44-in. brick- 
\ork plastered both sides, but on 
tne first floor, 4-in. Bellrock has 
teen used, panels between adjoining 
cassrooms being filled with glass 
wool. All the flush panel plywood 
coors, which are hung in pressed 
metal frames, are also filled with 
giass wool. 

All the permanent furniture has 
been designed by the architect, 
together with a large proportion of 
other furniture. 

Finishings.—Accotile flooring with 
inserts of animal motifs in the 
infants’ rooms has been used in all 
the classrooms and dining space. 
The corridors are floored with 
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Herman Schools, Gorleston, Norfolk 


Use has been made of coloured glazed wall tiles 
at points of the staircases and angles of corridors. 
Tiled splash backs with decorative insets are provided 
to all work benches and basins. The walls of the 
kitchen are tiled to a height of 6 ft. 

Decorative wallpaper has been applied to one 
wall in each assembly hall and to walls at certain points 
in the corridors. 

The ceilings of all the teaching rooms and first- 
floor corridors consist of insulation boarding with 
concealed fixing to metal angles. Meta Mica plaster 
has been applied to the ceilings of all ground-floor 
lavatories and stores, and asbestos sheeting forms 
the ceiling to the first-floor lavatories.

FROM ‘THE BUILDER’ OF 1856 
Saturday, November 22, 1856 


. . . probably there are few persons more 
exposed to the risk of severe or fatal 
accident than the various operatives 
engaged in the erection of large buildings, 
or in the decoration or repair of churches 
and other large interiors. . . . The sug- 
gestion which I therefore venture to 
make to builders in general is, that a 
rope-net should, as a matter of course, 
be stretched across the front or that part 
of the front of every scaffolding on which 
men are at work, and that a similar net 
or tarpaulin (unless the boards are bolted 
or otherwise fastened down) should be 
securely placed under the stage of boards 
in use, convenient and safe openings 
being left, temporarily made, for pass- 
ing up materials. I would recommend 
also that a rope-net or tarpaulin, or sail, 
or several, should be invariably secured 
close under the boards on any extensive 
scaffolding erected for the decoration or 
repair of spacious interiors. The pre- 
cautions described would not cost so 
much, and would probably prevent many 
serious and some fatal accidents.

RECORD ATTENDANCE AT ANNUAL DINNER 


HE annual dinner of the Quantity 
Surveyors Committee of the Royal 
Institution of Chartered Surveyors was 
held at Grosvenor House, London, WI, 
on Tuesday, November 20, with the 
chairman of the committee, Mr. M. H. 
Thackray, OBE, in the chair. The dinner 
was the largest ever held by the com- 
mittee, and members and _— guests 
numbered over 1,100. 

The toast of the guests was proposed by 
Mr. H. A. ACKLAND, OBE, who referred 
to the fact that ladies were present for 
the first time at this event. After a 
number of witticisms, largely at the ex- 
pense of architects and others with whom 
quantity surveyors have to deal, Mr. 
Ackland asked Mr. Patrick Buchan- 
Hepburn, the Minister of Works, who 
was the principal guest, to convey to the 
Prime Minister the hopes of those present 
that he (Sir Anthony Eden) woulda soon 
be fu.ly recovered from his indisposition, 

In response MR. BUCHAN-HEPBURN Said 
that what struck him about the building 
industry was the need for teamwork. To 
give value to the nation, he said, the 
whole complex of the building industry 
must move in rhythmic ‘co-ordination. 
He was very interested to know what the 
RICS was doing with others, such as the 
RIBA, to promote this theme, and he 
commended the suggestions put forward 
for the joint training of architects and

knowing each others’ problems. There 
was need for a lot more research work 
on the industry’s proovlems. 

Mr. Buchan-Hepburn added tha: he 
liked being Minister of Works, and ‘hat 
during his term of office he honed tc do 
something to promote the cause of build- 
ing efficiency. 

SiR ROSER DUNCALFE, president o° the 
Organisation for International Stand:rdj- 
sation, said that only now was the build- 
ing industry turning over to :jass 
producing its products for the masses, 
instead of producing craftsman’s articles 
for the connoisseur. We could no lo»ger 
afford, in building, he said, to deal only 
with traditional materials, many of w2ich 
were too slow in action and too dear for 
the present day. In the future, we would 
have to draw more and more on the 
professional skill and integrity of those 
associated with the industry, and turn 
to new methods and materials. 


He thought that the Codes of Praciice 
Council recently developed by the British 
Standards Institution was a great forward 
move, and he believed that it was doing 
a fine job of work. In years to come, he 
said, this new Council would enable us 
in this country to maintain and strengthen 
our lead in sound building practice that 
was so essential to our world-wide 
activities in building and construction.

More Schemes Approved 


‘HE Court of Common Council at their 

meeting at Guildhall on November 15, 
agreed to permit the erection of an office 
building at 70-75 and part of 67-69, Hounds- 
ditch, and 35, 35a, 36 and 36a and part of 34, 
Camomile-street, a site of about 11,300 sq. ft. 
Conditions attached to the permission to 
develop include that the building must not 
exceed 11 storeys above ground level, and 
that adequate provision must be made below 
ground within the curtilage of the site for 
car parking, to the satisfaction of the City 
Corporation. The architects of the proposed 
development are Knapton and Deane, of 
123, Newgate-street, EC1. 

The Court also agreed to permit the erec- 
tion of a 6-storey office building at 60, Mark- 
lane and 4-7, Hart-street, of which the 
City of London Real Property Co., Ltd., of 
16, Mark-lane, EC3, were the applicants. 

Approval was given to an outline applica- 
tion for the erection of a building for use as 
shops and offices on the ground floor, and 
offices, reception rooms and committee 
rooms on the upper floors, at 10-15, Queen- 
street, 58-66, Watling-street, and 2-3, Well 
Court (architects: Fitzroy Robinson and 
Hubert H. Bull). One of the conditions 
laid down was that adequate provision must 
be made within the curtilage of the site for 
car parking. 

The Court approved the drawings, in sub- 
stitution in part for the drawings approved 
in November, 1951, for the rebuilding of 
59-69 (odd), Gresham-street, 66-75, Alder- 
manbury, 1-7, Love-lane, and 27-36, Wood- 
street, for use as offices with restaurant and 


‘car park in the basement (architect: M. H. J. 


Bebb, of 23-25, Maddox-street, W1). 

Drawings were also approved for the 
erection of a new building at 146-150, 
Minories, and 62, 62a-66 (even), Vine-street, 
for use as wine vaults in the basement, show- 
room or offices on the ground floor, and 
offices on the first to sixth floors (architects: 
€. W. Glover and Partners, of Francis 
House, Francis-street, SW1). 


Refusal : ‘Insufficient Parking 
Space’ 

The Court refused to permit the erection, 
in accordance with the plans submitted, of 
a 4-storey office block and a 13-storey build- 
ing with three basements for use as a parking 
garage at 70-75, and part of 67-69, Hounds- 
ditch, and 35, 35a, 36, and 36a, and part of 
Reasons for the refusal 
were that the site available did not allow 
sufficient pre-parking space and the attrac- 
tion of some 120 vehicles to this important 
highway junction, which would be affected 
by a system of one-way traffic, would not 
be consistent with the proper re-planning of 
the area, or the free flow of traffic; and that 
the development would be injurious to the 
amenities of the area by reason of its size, 
external appearance, design and position. 
The applicants for the development were the 
City of London Real Property Co., Ltd. 

Relative to the Court’s agreement in 
April last to terms for the disposal on build- 
ing lease of 12-17, Addle-street, and 58, and 
59, Aldermanbury, to the Hammerson 
Property and Investment Co., Ltd., at a 
ground rent of £5,150 a year for the erection 
of an office building, it was agreed, subject 


to the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government’s consent being obtained, that 
the building agreement and lease of the land 
should now be granted to Ambassador In- 


vestments, Ltd., with the Hammerson 
Property and Investment Trust, Ltd., as 
guarantor. 


It was further decided that the building 
agreement be amended so that it was con- 
ditional on an order being obtained from 
the Ministry of Transport and Civil Aviation 
in respect of the closing of Addle-street as a 
public highway; the Corporation also had 
the right to end the building agreement; and 
a suitable indemnity was inserted to protect 
the Corporation’s interests. 

The Court agreed that, in respect of pro- 
posals for the construction of a public 
cleansing depot and wharf and administra- 
tive accommodation, Messrs. Mott, Hay and 
Anderson should be appointed consulting 
engineers in connection with the design of 
the dock and of the foundations of the depot 
and office block. 


OBITUARY 
Thomas Brammall Daniel, FRIBA 


WE RECORD with regret the death, on 
November 15, of Mr. Thomas Brammall 
Daniel, FRIBA, at Chislehurst, Kent. Born in 
1873, he began his career articled to J. D. 
Harker, ARIBA. In 1912 he was appointed 
Hon. Sec. Board of Examiners, Province of 
Saskatchewan, Canada, and in the same year 
was elected a Licentiate member of RIBA, 
his fellowship following in 1921. A great 
deal of his work was done in Canada, where 
he won competitions for the St. John’s 
Church, YMCA Building and Winter Fair 
Pavilion at Saskatoon. His other works 
include commercial building at London 
Docks and the YMCA at Plaistow. 


Gordon Hemm, ARIBA

Or Mr. Hugh Davies, whose death was 
reported in our last issue, Mr. D. A. G.

The Annual Dinner 


A WARNING against advertisements for 

‘all-in’ building work which said that 
architectural services were free was voiced 
by Mr. Peter Corsar, FRIBA, president of 
Hampshire and Isle of Wight Architectural 
Association, at the Association’s annual 
dinner at the Polygon Hotel, Southampton. 

This advertising, he said, was a lot of 
nonsense. It was a misleading statement 
because professional service must form part 
of the overall project. All it did was to stop 
the architect being the leader in the building 
team. 

He considered this was a challenge to the 
profession, and looked to the RIBA to give 
a lead in maintaining the free and inde- 
pendent professional status of architects by 
tackling these problems with a positive 
policy. 

Mr. Corsar was proposing the health of 
the guests. Mr. A. L. BaiLey. president of 
Southampton and District Association of 
Building Trades Employers, who replied, 
also spoke about the all-in service. Together, 
he felt, they could take a stand against it and 
eliminate it. 

In reply to the Mayor of Southampton, 
ALD. Mrs. K. E. Cawrte, who proposed the 
toast of the guests, Mr. KENNETH M. B. 
Cross, president of the RIBA, said that 
unless the public was interested in building, 
building was bound to deteriorate. He 
stressed the need for the public to be behind 
the architects in their work. 

Mr. Cross presented two bronze medals. to 
Mr. Leslie Wood. FR'BA. and Mr. L. E. 
Van Moppes, awarded for the building 
adjudged to be the best completed in the 
area during the four years ending December,

The fact that irradiation by gamma rays from a radio-active source can 
bring about chemical changes not easily attained by other methods 
promises opportunities for developing many new types and ranges of 
synthetic materials. 


Should an accident leave the source exposed, an electrically controlled 
safety system detects the radiations by a Geiger tube operating a series 
of relays to keep the door closed. 


Another hazard is damage to the source or its container by fire. Auto- 
matic fire-extinguishers (CO, type) are provided therefore, and the 
mechanical and electrical fittings are fireproof. The flooring is by Semtex, 
Ltd., and the sliding gate and control gear was by the Research Instrument 
Section, Dunlop Research Centre.

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IN PARLIAMENT 


(By Our Parliamentary Correspondent) 


Nuclear Power Programme 


A REASSESSMENT of the Government’s 
+% programme for nuclear power which 
was outlined in the White Paper published in 
February, 1955, is being undertaken, and the 
Minister of Fuel and Power expects to make 
a statement about the revision of the pro- 
gramme before the end of the year. 


Mr. AUBREY JONES, in stating this to the 
Commons on November 12. said that that 
White Paper was out of date because of the 
tremendous scientific and technical progress 
which had been made in the last 21 months, 
and also because of the nation’s growing 
need to replace uncertain oil supplies. He 
hoped, before the end of the year, to be 
able to announce more precisely the revision 
of the programme. 


Tenders for the first power stations had 
only just been received by the Central Elec- 
tricity Authority. He had asked that the 
examination of those tenders should be 
carried out quickly, but until it had been 
completed no exact reassessment of the pro- 
gramme was possible. 


The Roads Programme 


T was inevitable that at some stage dur- 
ing the debate on road and rail trans- 
port policy in the House of Lords on Novem- 
ber 13 some reference should be made 
to the road system of the country and the 
need for strong measures to overcome con- 
gestion to prevent road traffic from coming 
to a standstill. 

LorD SOMERS contended that the Ministry 
of Transport seemed only willing to nibble 
at the question. Minor repairs and altera- 
tions to roads were taking place throughout 
the country, and although they must cost 
a good deal of money they were doing 
nothing to ease the problem or make an 
effective solution. 

He referred to a recent conference on 
urban motorways and suggested that had the 
Minister stayed longer he would have 
learned some very unpalatable facts. 
In spite of the fact that we had more vehicles 
per square mile than perhaps any other 
country, we were among the most backward 
in our road system. The building of a vast 
new scheme of roads could not be afforded 
at the moment, although he wished it could. 
Eventually it would have to be done. 

THE EARL OF SELKIRK, Chancellor of the 
Duchy of Lancaster, rejected the argument 
that the Government were doing nothing. 
He drew attention to the 1,500 or more 
separate improvements of a major character 
which had been started since April, 1955, 
and pointed out that the House had to re- 
member that the roads programme only 
began less than three years ago, and that 
previously nothing had been done for 15 
years. The Government had tried to meet 
what to them seemed the most urgent cases. 
He knew that the results of the work he had 
mentioned which was going forward, and 
which did not include minor improvements 
and road maintenance, would not be seen 
for a little time, but by March of next year 
more than £80m. would be committed on 
Major improvement so that it would be fair 
to say that a start had been made. 

Urban motorways were very fine, but they 
were by far and away the most expensive 


form of road. The Cromwell-road exten- 
sion, which he did not think would be classi- 
fied as an urban motorway, cost about £1m. 
a mile. The ‘A’ ring road project for Lon- 
don, would have cost £130m. for 11 miles. 
That would, he commented, give some idea 
of the enormously expensive types of roads 
which the House was considering. He also 
mentioned that the containers for the car- 
riage of freight by rail included special 
types for building materials, 


In the Commons on November 14, Mr. 
HAROLD WATKINSON, Minister of Transport 
and Civil Aviation, gave a list of 40 
schemes for major road improvements cost- 
ing more than £10,000 each for which all the 
land had been acquired, but on which work 
had not yet started. He pointed out that 
there were, in addition, many other schemes 
for which some land had been acquired, or 
on which negotiations for its acquisition 
were proceeding. In the latter instances he 
could not say how long it might take to com- 
plete the necessary acquisition. The list is 
reproduced on page 900. 


The Economic Debate 


FTER the shouting and the tumult which 
surrounded the Government’s military 
intervention in the Middle East there was a 
strange, almost unreal, atmosphere about the 
economic debate in the Commons on 
November 12, which was_ ostensibly 
designed, among other things, to count the 
cost of that action to the taxpayer. 


Indeed, the unreality of the whole affair 
was heightened, if not altogether confused 
by what the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
had to say; or perhaps it was what he did 
not say. In one breath MR. MACMILLAN was 
saying that the expected Budget surplus of 
more than £400m. would largely be realised, 
in another he was warning the House, and 
the country, that he sought neither to mini- 
mise nor exaggerate that the material setback 
to the economy would be considerable. 

He emphasised that this reaction would be 
temporary, but it is odd how often such tem- 
porary effects and the measures to overcome 
them have assumed a permanent feature. 
Cloaking his real intentions behind such 
vague phrases as ‘I cannot and will not give 
a premature estimate on uncertain premises,’ 
he indulged in a good deal of shadow boxing. 
In the end he had so little to say that one 
was left wondering why he participated in 
the debate at all. 

No doubt he is biding his time for next 
April. 

Inflation Checked 


He did point out that in the first seven 
months of this year inflation had been 
largely, if not wholly, held by a variety of 
methods, monetary and fiscal. In those 
months considerable progress had been 
made, and he confessed that towards the 
end of July he could have looked forward 
to moving into an easier period and being 
able to lighten a little the tight contro] on 
the economy, and to have in the next few 
months or a year or two an increasingly 
improving economic situation. That had 
been upset by the onset of the crisis. 

Mr. Haro_LpD WILSON, for the Opposition, 
had claimed in opening the debate that the 
credit squeeze had cost the nation £500m. 
in production. The Opposition had sug- 
gested in July that the Chancellor should 
not apply the test whether investment was 
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public or private but whether it was essential: 
That would have meant controls. But Mr. 
Macmillan had slashed wildly at investment, 
and the essential had gone down with the 
inessential. 


New industrial building authorisations had 
declined in the second quarter of this year 
by 52 per cent. compared with the second 
quarter of 1955. In Germany they were up 
by 20 per cent. 

Mr. REGINALD MAUDLING, Minister of 
Supply, said that Chancellors of the Ex- 
chequer had, since 1952, been pursuing poli- 
cies designed to increase output, consump- 
tion and investment. But in steering a course 
between inflation and deflation it. was neces- 
sary from time to time to apply a check or 
counterbalance to one or the other. The 
action to restrict the credit basis to right 
the balance of payments was of itself liable 
to restrict investment. 


Location of Factories 


Mr. HENDERSON STEWART, Under Secre- 
tary, Scottish Office, replying to Opposition 
accusations about the uneven distribution of 
new factory allocations between England and 
Scotland, said that the Labour Government 
had abandoned the system of building fac- 
tories in advance of tenants, and the Con- 
servatives had thought they were right to 
cease that method of introducing new 
factories. 

Miss MARGARET HERBISON argued that 
with unemployment higher in Scotland than 
in England one would have thought that 
the Government would be doing everything 
to take new industry there. Yet according 
to the latest information there were 177 new 
industrial premises covering 6,789,000 sq. ft. 
being built in Scotland, compared with 405 
new industrial premises covering 15,303,000 
sq. ft. under construction in the London area. 
She asked if there would be any change in 
the Government’s recently announced policy 
about factory building in development areas. 

Mr. STEwarT listed nine cases in the last 
year where private industrialists were mak- 
ing or had made substantial developments in 
Scotland without any Government help. In 
addition, there were 16 instances, in which 
during the same period Treasury-financed 
factory accommodation had been approved 
and provided in Scotland. 

It was agreed that it was wrong to have 
new industries piling up in the south of 
England, particularly in the London area, 
rather than have them spreading throughout 
Britain. Practically all the factory building 
in London and congested areas of the Mid- 
lands had been for industries already estab- 
lished there and which could not economic- 
ally develop elsewhere. 

Firms from the Midlands and London 
had come to the Board of Trade and said 
that they wanted to develop, but had made 
it plain that if they were obliged to go else- 
where the extension and development would 
not take place. Surely, said Mr. Stewart, it 
would be against the national interest if de- 
velopment was stopped merely for that 
limited location purpose. But congested 
areas had had a smaller share of post-war 
industrial building than their proportion of 
insured population in the manufacturing in- 
dustry. Metropolitan London with 20 per 
cent. of the insured population had had only 
10 per cent. of the new factory building 
approved since the war, while development 
areas, with about 18 per cent. of the insured 
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population, had had 24 per cent. 

In the Commons on November 15 Mr. 
Georce THOMSON asked the President of 
the Board of Trade how many Government 
financed factories in the Scottish Develop- 
ment Area he had approved since June 1, 
1956, and how many had been deferred. 

Mr. Peter THORNEYCROFT replied: Two 
and three. respectively. 


OTHER BUSINESS 
Birmingham Dental Hospital 


Mr. Victor YATES asked the Minister of 
Health, whether plans for a new dental 
hospital had now been approved by him; 
and when would building commence. 

Mr. TuRTON, in a written reply on 
November 12, said: I shall soon be suggest- 
ing modifications to the plans which the 
board of governors of the United Birming- 
ham Hospitals have sent me. I am unable 
at present to estimate when work might com- 
mence. 


Industrial Sites, London 


The acquisition of industrial sites in the 
County of London was raised with the Min- 
ister of Housing and Local Government in 
the Commons. 

Mr. SuLiaN SNOW asked the Minister 
whether he was aware that an increasing pro- 
portion of the land in and around the 
County of London available for industrial 
development was being purchased by large 
building contractors who would only sell to 
purchasers prepared to give them exclusively 
a contract for the proposed buildings; and 
whether he would call in all applications for 
industrial development in this area, and re- 
fuse planning permission where such condi- 
tions were imposed. 

Mr. DUNCAN SANDYS, in a written reply 
on November 14, stated: The private acqui- 
sition of industria] land and the terms and 
conditions of its disposal are not relevant 
to any planning issues within my jurisdiction, 
and I cannot take these matters into account 
in deciding whether to call in applications 
for planning permission or in giving decisions 
on applications. 


Weatherproofing Exposed Walls 


Mr. Awsery asked the Minister of Hous- 
ing and Local Government under what 
authority a local authority was enabled to 
carry out weatherproofing of party walls 
after demolition of adjacent buildings. . 

Mr. Powe Lt, Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Ministry, replying on November 13, 
said: The duty to undertake demolition, like 
all other statutory duties, includes authority 
to carry out ancillary works. 


Housing Subsidies, Scotland 


Mr. McInnes asked the Secretary of State 
for Scotland if he would indicate the number 
of local authorities who had protested against 
the proposed reduction in housing subsidies, 
giving the number of county councils, large 
burghs and small burghs separately. 

Mr. Stuart, replying on November 13, 
said: f have received representations against 
the proposed revision of housing subsidies 
from the councils of five counties, 12 large 
burghs and 67 small burghs, 

Mr. McInnes asked if the Secretary of 
State had seceived any representations from 
local authority associations protesting against 
these reductions, and whether he was pre- 
pared to receive a deputation. 


Mr. SruarT said that he had had discus- 
sions and negotiations with those associa- 
tions and pointed out that when he had given 
the figures for which he had been asked it 
made a total of 84 local authorities out of a 
total of 230. 


Air Ministry Tenders 


Mr. Goronwy Roserts asked the Secre- 
tary of State for Air why local contractors 
were not invited to tender for the work of 
repainting his department’s houses in the 
Penrhos Airfield, Pwllheli, especially in 
view of the unemployment existing in the 
district; why a firm, operating at a distance 
of 50 miles from the airfield, and paying 
lodging allowances to the men it employed 
to do this work, was given the contract; and 
whether in future local contractors would 
be invited to tender for all such work. 

Mr. NIGEL BIRCH, in a written reply on 
November 13. stated: As is the normal prac- 
tice, tenders for. this work were invited from 
all of the firms which had applied, and been 
accepted, for inclusion in the appropriate 
Air Ministry list of approved contractors. 
The lowest tender was accepted. If there is 
any firm at Penrhos which wishes to be in- 
cluded in the approved list I shall be glad 
to have its application considered. 


School Building 


Mr. Awsery asked the Minister of Edu- 
cation, what number of schools had been 
notified to him as being required in 1955 by 
local education authorities in the country; 
and how many had been approved by his 
department. 

Sirk Davip Eccles in a written reply on 
November 15, stated. — Local Education 
authorities differ markedly in the realism 
which they apply to their proposals. A con- 
siderable number of the projects put forward 
fell outside the present building policy and 
could not be considered as urgent. Of the 
1,274 proposed 824 were included in the 
1955-56 programme. 

Mr. LLYweLyN WILLIAMS asked the 
Minister what school building proposals in 
the county of Monmouth had been post- 
poned because of Government economic 
policies. 

Sir Davip Eccies.—The starting dates of 
six schools included in the programme ap- 
proved for 1956-57 will be postponed for 
about two months each. Of the nine projects 
proposed by the local education authority 
for 1957-58, three have been included in 
the approved main or reserve programmes; 
the others have been deferred because they 
fall outside the present building policy. 


SUPPLY OF FUEL IN 
CONTAINERS 
Position of Builders’ Plant 


THE Ministry of Fuel and Power has 
written to the Federation of Master Builders 
regarding the supply of fuel in containers 
for use in builders’ plant. 

The letter states that the Motor Fuel 
Order, 1956, which makes it an offence to 
obtain motor spirit or heavy oil (that is to 
say, diesel engine fuel) from any dealer un- 
less it is placed forthwith into the ordinary 
fuel tank of the motor vehicles, does not 
apply to vehicles to which Section 4 of 
the Vehicles (Excise) Act, 1949, applies. 

This means that supplies of fuel to con- 
crete mixers, movable cranes, bulldozers, 
dumpers and stationary compressors may be 
taken in containers, 
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THE RENT BILL 


‘More Work for Small Contractors’ 


Mr. NIGEL HANNEN, National president, 
speaking at the annual dinner of the 
Northern Counties Regional Federation of 
Building Trades Employers at Seaton Carew 
on November 16, said: ‘The Minister of 
Housing and Local Government, Mr. Dun- 
can Sandys, is to be congratulated on his 
courage in introducing into the House of 
Commons a Bill to deal with the problem of 
rent restriction. It is high time that private 
landlords should cease to be required to sub- 
sidise tenants who are often better off than 
themselves and be able to charge rents which 
will enable them to have their houses re. 
paired. 

‘The outcome should be more work for 
the small contractor who, far from being 
a menace—as was suggested recently by a 
trade union leader—is an essential part of 
our industry. .Who has built most of the 
houses and who has carried out the bulk 
of the repair and maintenance work? The 
answer is, the small contractor.’

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Dutdoor Advertisements | 
SUGGESTIONS FOR TIGHTENING UP CONTROL 


Mr. Duncan Sandys, the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government, 
now has the views of most of the 
local authority and trade associa- 
tions on his outline plan to tighten 
up the law dealing with the control 
of outdoor advertisements. In this 
article a local government corre- 
spondent gives details of some of the 
views put to the Minister. 


N his memorandum of proposals to the 
local authority and trade associations 
on the control of outdoor advertisements, 
Sandys made special mention of 
business premises. He said there had been 
uch criticism of the clutter of advertise- 
ents of all kinds on many business pre- 
ises—in particular on shops, roadside 
afés and garages—and stated that while 
e accepted that commercial undertak- 
ngs should be allowed to advertise their 
poods he considered that this should be 
Hone with discretion. 

He stated that he would like to explore 
he possibility of amending the regula- 
ions so as to limit the advertising on 
business premises which is to enjoy 
Heemed consent. This limitation, he said, 

ight be similar to but not as tight as 
hat already applying in areas of ‘ special 

ontrol.’ 

He suggested, too, that in addition to 
pr instead of these amendments there 

ight be advantage in deleting one im- 
portant proviso to the regulations. This 
has the effect of limiting the powers of 
authorities to control this class of adver- 
ising to cases where they can show that 
here would be substantial injury to 
amenity or danger to the public. 

Commenting on this, the Association 
of Municipal Corporations, which repre- 
sents more than 400 borough councils 
throughout the country, says that beneath 
the fascia level and within the interior of 
the premises themselves, the type of ad- 
vertising used is a matter for the owner 
or occupier of the premises and that the 
local authority cannot justifiably inter- 
vene. 

It suggests in its meraorandum, how- 
ever, that the regulations ought to be so 
amended as to give the local authority 
complete control over the number, style, 
size and position of advertisements above 
the fascia level and also over advertise- 
ments on the forecourts and gable ends 
of these premises. 


| r 


Loophole in Regulations 


The association says it agrees entirely 
with the Minister that the present posi- 
tion in which premises are cluttered with 
advertisements is ‘most unsatisfactory’ 
and reminds him of the views it has pre- 
viously expressed about the loophole in 
the regulations under which advertise- 
ments are displayed on many premises on 
the pretext that they are advertising goods 
sold or services rendered ‘ when such is 
not in fact the case.’ 

The Outdoor Advertising Industry 
Advisory Committee, in its memorandum 
to the Minister on his proposals, refers 
to the ‘clutter’ of advertisements on 


many business premises as ‘one of the 
principal unsolved problems of advertise- 
ment control.’ 

The committee says it feels very 
strongly that this problem cannot be 
solved or relieved by an alteration of the 
regulations which sets out the types of 
advertisement, the display of which may 
be undertaken without application for 


_ express consent. 


Further limitation on the types or sizes 
of advertisement allowed with deemed 
consent under this regulation, or any re- 
strictions on the area of the building 
they might occupy, would transfer a vast 
number of cases from the deemed con- 
sent to the express consent class, the 
committee states. 

It suggests that either the machinery 
would then become completely clogged 
and express consent would take even 
longer to obtain than it does now, or 
there would be widespread flouting of the 
regulation which would become unen- 
forceable. 


Disagreement With Minister 


The committee submits that it would 
not be right to delete—as suggested by 
the Minister—the proviso to the regula- 
tion which says that an application to 
display an advertisement of a specified 
class may not be refused unless it would 
cause substantial injury to amenity or a 
danger to members of the public. 

Says the committee: ‘In the over- 
whelming majority of cases the entire dis- 
play of advertisements on such premises 
does not require removal but only reduc- 
tion. alteration or rearrangement. 

‘Unless the trader is to be denied all 
advertising on his premises, which is un- 
thinkable, the advertising which is to be 
displayed must be arrived at either by 
negotiation with the planning authority, 
or by an unending series of applications 
for express consent in respect of the same 
premises until the trader happens to hit 
upon an application which meets with 
the approval of the authority. 

The committee submits that the proper 
remedies for the ‘clutter’ of advertise- 
ments on business premises are: 

(a) To educate shopkeepers and ad- 
vertisers throughout the country to a 
sense of awareness that there is a right 
and a wrong way of displaying adver- 
tisements, and 

(b) To encourage the planning 
authorities to negotiate with shop- 
keepers and with the advertising con- 
tractors where the latter are involved. 


On (a) the committee says it is pre- 
pared to co-operate in any steps which 
can be taken to this end. 

On the guestion of illuminated signs, 
there is a difference of opinion between 
the Association of Municinal Corpora- 
tions and the Outdoor Advertising Indus- 
try Advisory Committee. The association 
suggests that the provisions in the regula- 
tions that express consent must be 
obtained for any illuminated sign, how- 
ever small, other than those specifically 
exempted, should stay. But the advertis- 
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ing committee says it welcomes the 
Minister’s suggestion that the controls on 
illuminated signs might be relaxed. 

Says the committee: ‘The present 
regulations discriminate most unfairly 
against illuminated signs and impose an 
unnecessarily strict control on such signs. 
The committee feels that these controls 
could well be relaxed without any injury 
to amenity or public safety and says it 
agrees with the Minister that care should 
be taken to ensure that illuminated signs 
are not disfiguring in the daytime.’ 


LAW REPORT 


Oral Agreement on Price of House 
Held to be Binding 


QUEEN’S BENCH DIVISION. 
BEFORE MR. JUSTICE DONOVAN. 
Hawkins v. Ford. 


[N the Queen’s Bench Division on Novem- 

ber 14 Mr. Justice Donovan rejected a 
claim by Mr. Leonard Hawkins, builder, of 
Roundwood-lane, Harpenden, Herts., for 
£542 7s. 4d. as balance outstanding in respect 
of work done and materials supplied by him 
in building a house in Crabtree-lane, Har- 
penden. 

The defendant, Mr. James Henry Ford, of 
Crabtree-lane, who contested the claim, con- 
tended that Mr. Hawkins was entitled to 
charge only the actual costs and overheads 
he had incurred in the construction of the 
house. 

It was agreed between the parties that in 
view of the judge’s finding the sum due to Mr. 
Hawkins was £282 2s. 11d. 

Mr. J. Amphlett appeared for plaintiff and 
Mr. F. M. Drake for defendant. 


Mr. AMPHLETT said plaintiff's case was 
that it was verbally agreed that he would 
build defendant a house at a price not ex- 
ceeding £3,150. Later Mr. Ford and his 
wife insisted on ordering roof tiles them- 
selves and employing their own electricians. 

In August defendant told plaintiff he was 
not going to pay more than £2,700. Mr. 
Hawkins could not build the house for that 
price. 

It was perfectly true, said Mr. Amphlett, 
that during an interview with Mr. Ford plain- 
tiff said he would charge only for the cost 
of building the house and would not charge 
a profit. He did this on the basis that the 
business had been disappointing. Because 
of defendant’s failure to pay immediately in 
consideration of plaintiff waiving his profit, 
plaintiff was entitled to the full balance out- 
standing. 

Mr. DRakE said defendant’s case was that 
it was orally agreed that the price for build- 
ing the house should not exceed £2,700. 

Mr. Ford had not paid because plaintiff 
had failed to satisfy him, of the amounts pro- 
perly due. 


Judgment 


Giving judgment, Mr. Justice DONOVAN 
held that plaintiff never rendered a proper 
account, although defendant was ready and 
willing to pay. He also held that Mr. 
Hawkins was not entitled to charge profit by 
virtue of the oral agreement. 

He was, however, entitled to charge for 
actual costs and overheads involved in build- 
ing the house. The defendant would accord- 
ingly have judgment with costs. 
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Management Training in Building Industry 


STUDY GROUP REPORT 


A REPORT on the above subject by a 

study group (chairman, Sir Hugh 
Beaver), set up by the British Institute of 
Management in collaboration with the 
Board of Building Education has just 
been published (8, Hill-street, London, 
WI, price 5s.). Following is a summary 
of its conclusions and recommendations: 


Conclusions and Recommendations 


(1) The broad principles of management 
are common to all industry, the building in- 
dustry no less than any other industry. 

(2) The efficiency of future management 
depends upon the selection, planned educa- 
tion and practical training today of those 
who are going to be the managers of to- 
morrow. This is as true of the building 
industry as of any other industry. 

(3) The education and training of young 
men to enable them to carry out their re- 
sponsibilities now and in the future requires 
an acceptance of the value of such training, 
the knowledge of both the methods and of 
the facilities and courses available, the pro- 
vision of adequate time and opportunity to 
any trainee or young potential manager to 
take advantage of the facilities, and finally 
the establishment of conditions within the 
firm where the value of the trained man will 
be recognised and where he will be enabled 
to play his full part. 

(4) There is a need for the wider appoint- 
ment of education and training officers who 
may be part or whole time employed in 
large and medium sized companies to develop 


planned training programmes within their . 


companies and in conjunction with the tech- 
nical colleges for all levels of management. 
Similar facilities for smaller firms might be 
developed thréugh group schemes promoted 
by employers’ organisations also using tech- 
nical colleges and other appropriate facilities. 

(5) All the various courses that already 
exist or are planned and are directed gene- 
rally at the principles and broad functions 
of management, contain much of practical 
value to any intelligent and educated person 
in the building industry and should be more 
widely used. 

(6) It would be of considerable advantage, 
however, to have a number of management 
courses specially tailored for the building in- 
dustry. The ideal would be to have a staff 
college for the building industry somewhat 
on the lines of that established by the coal 
industry, the transport industry and some 
large industrial undertakings. Steps should 
meanwhile be taken to arrange the promo- 
tion of special courses for the building indus- 
try at selected colleges. _ ; 

{7) These courses as We contemplate them 
are of two categories. The first type of 
course should be quite short, not more than 
a week, and be directed at the promising 
young man who, at about 28 years, has com- 
pleted his technical training. |The course 
should give the trainee an awareness of the 
background of the industry in which he is 
serving and an introduction to the various 
aspects of management in that industry; as 
well _as some appreciation of the national 
conditions in which his industry has to 
operate. The second type of course should 
be longer and more comprehensive, amount- 
ing to, say, four weeks in all, directed at the 
type of individual who at 35 years or over is 
showing himself likely to be suitable for high 
and perhaps the highest responsibility. 

(8) It is certainly an advantage if such 
courses can be residential; in any case they 
should be whole time and not provided on 
an odd day in a week or in evening classes. 


(9) The first course referred to in para- 
graph 7 above should be specially designed 
for the building industry. But this is by no 
means so necessary in the second type of 
course referred to, if the individual has al- 
ready had the advantage of some further 
part-time education on some of the manage- 
ment principles and functions introduced in 
the earlier course. 

(10) Neither of these courses is intended to 
by-pass or supplant the invaluable courses in 
the use of the various tools of management 
already provided in technical colleges. This 
latter type of course is intended to secure 
proficiency in the use of one or more of 
several tools of management; the course 
suggested at age 35+ is to give a general 
knowledge of how all the tools of manage- 
ment work together to one end. 

(11) These known and proved tools or 
techniques of management are to a large 
extent capable of very valuable use in the 
building industry, and some companies al- 
ready use them. Their much wider adoption 
would lead to greater efficiency, greater pro- 
ductivity and lower costs. 

(12) As important as the training of the 
manager of the future, is that the manager 
of today should make full use of these tools 
and techniques of management. There is 
therefore wide scope for action directed at 
acquainting by all means possible the prin- 
cipals of the building industry with these 
tools of management. Regular conferences 
aimed at the study of both general and par- 
ticular problems of management from the 
point of view of the building industry would 
be very helpful. Short appreciation courses 
in the value and applicability of the tools of 
management should be promoted forthwith 
by emplovers’ organisations in collaboration 
with existing management institutes.

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TENDERING WITHOUT 
QUANTITIES 
LMBA’s Condemnation 


ATTEMPTS by local authorities or other 

building owners to induce members to 
break the National Federation’s rules on 
tendering without quantities are condemned 
by the London Master Builders’ Association 
in a report in which the reasons behind the 
Federation’s policy are analysed. The pre- 
sent rule states that members should not 
tender in competition for contracts exceed- 
ing £4,000 in total value without bills of 
quantities being supplied, but an exception is 
made in the case of single houses with a 
floor area of up to 1,500 sq. ft. After 
quoting Government reports on the subject 
the Association states: 


The LMBA therefore claims that apart 
from the views of its own members, these 
Government reports have made it evident 
that the provision of bills of quantities is in 
every way desirable and is in the interests 
of a reduction in the cost of building. This 
position is now accepted by almost every 
local authority and private building owner 
throughout the country, as will be proved 
by an examination of lists of contracts ad- 
vertised in technical journals, such as The 
Builder. A perusal of those columns in any 
week’s issue will show that apart from those 
works which are outside the quantities rule, 
it is an extremely rare occurrence for any 
prospective building owner now to advertise 
a contract without stating that bills of 
quantities will be issued. 


It has been made clear that tendering with- 
out quantities is contrary to a rule governing 
membership of the National Federation of 
Building Trades Employers. The paramount 
task of the Federation is to improve the or- 
ganisation and efficiency of the building in- 
dustry in every possible way, in respect of 
wages and conditions, contract conditions, 
welfare, research, accident prevention, tech- 
nical information, and all such subjects so as 
to make the industry ever more and more 
able to serve the public and provide for the 
country’s needs. The quantities rule is de- 
signed towards that end, and every member 
is naturally expected to be loyal to his or- 
ganisation in this respect. 

Any building owner, whether a_ local 
authority or otherwise, which endeavours 
to persuade builders to tender without 
quantities and thus to break the rule which 
binds their membership, is putting a serious 
strain upon their loyalty. so that they may 
have to decide whether their prior loyalty is 
to their industrial organisation or to theif 
prospective building owner, which may per- 
haps be their gown local authority. This is 
not a position in which anyone should put 
a business film. If it be admitted that the 
Federation (which, of course, includes the 
LMBA) is making a valuable contribution 
towards the economic and industrial life of 
the country, then the organisation should be 
supported in these endeavours and in its 
decisions, which are made in the public in- 
terest.

Manzoni Outlines 


Plans 


L_LONG-TERM policies to tear down much 

of Birmingham city centre and build 
afresh along modern lines will be well under 
way within the next decade, SiR HERBERT 
J. MANZONI, City Engineer and Surveyor, 
said on November 7. Once rebuilding pro- 
grammes begin on a major scale, he said, 
they would gain momentum rapidly. He 
predicted that rebuilding along Corporation- 
street would sweep away most of the older 
buildings, with the exception of a few like 
the Victoria Law Courts. In 1870 Birming- 
ham had been described as a city of fine 
bui!dings. The normal life of a building was 
roughly a century. Thus it was clear that 
the time to rebuild a new Birmingham was 
fast approaching. 

Sir Herbert was giving an outline of likely 
redevelopment in an address at a luncheon 
meeting in Birmingham of the Non-Ferrous 
Club. Vast amounts of demolition had al- 
ready been carried out with the start made 
on schemes in the redevelopment areas, 
which would perhaps cost about £50m., he 
said. Yet the work done so far equalled 
only about one-tenth of the total demolition 
envisaged. The redevelopment area schemes 
aimed at wiping away the ring of slums left 
in the wake of the industrial revolution and 
creating five new ‘towns’ within the city. 

The ring ran through Aston, Hands- 
worth, Ladywood and Balsall Heath. The 
new fringe would encircle Birmingham be- 
tween the city centre and the suburbs. A 
third of the city’s industrial buildings were 
now obsolete or derelict, and the schemes 
involved rebuilding factories as well as houses. 
Meanwhile, a start was about to be made, 
too, on the £15m. inner ring road scheme, 
which might be finished in 15 years, or even 
10 years if progress was accelerated.. The 
scheme would entail lines of fine new build- 
ings for offices, stores, commerce, banks and 
so on. 


BIRMINGHAM HOUSING 
Acquisition of Sites 


BIRMINGHAM Corporation, after three 

years of negotiation with the Ministry 
of Health, has received permission to buy 
76 acres of mainly agricultural land attached 
to the city’s mental hospitals at Hollymoor, 
Rubery and Monyhull. Originally the Min- 
istry offered to sell only 42 acres. The land 
will be developed as a housing site. 


Another project approved by the Birming- 
ham house building committee at its meet- 
ing on November 15 was the acquisition of 
Victorian mansions in Birchfield and Perry 
Barr, to make way for three 15-storey blocks 
: flats and groups of houses and _ bunga- 
Ows.

Atherstone Agreement 


Detarts of an agreement between Birm- 
ingham Corporation and Atherstone Rural 
Council under which Birmingham will build 
200 houses for overspill in Atherstone on an 
agency basis, have been released by the rural 
council. 


The housing committee has recommended 
that a further 38 acres of land adjoining the 


Atherstone North housing estate, which is 
now being developed, should be acquired for 
the houses. 


Birmingham will prepare plans for the 
houses, roads and sewers and will obtain 
tenders for the work which will be subject to 
approval by both councils. 

Building is to be supervised by Birming- 
ham’s technical staff and on completion the 
houses will be transferred to the rural coun- 
cil at an agreed figure to include construc- 
tion costs, professional charges and interest 
on capital during the period of construction. 


Dawley Pilot Scheme 


Dawtey (Salop) Urban District Council 
has agreed to start building 200 houses 
for Birmingham overspill as a_ pilot 
scheme. 

CLLR. G. H. WriGHT, the only dissentient, 
said that Birmingham was not pulling its 
weight in regard to overspill. The council 
was almost forced to stap its own house 
building owing to the high rate of interest. 
Yet it was asked to build for Birmingham 
which might have an effect on the general 
district rate. 

Cuter. J. W. Grrtens said that Dawley 
had large areas of semi-derelict land. To 
use this to build for Birmingham overspill 
would help not only Dawley but the country 
and the nation. 


TIMBER FRAME HOUSES 
FOR LCC 


Experimental Terrace of Five to be 
Built 


AS a sequel to an exploratory mission to 

Canada undertaken towards the end 
of last year by Mr. A. W. Cleeve Barr, 
ARIBA, senior architect in charge of the 
London County Council's research and 
development department, the LCC has 
decided to put up an experimental terrace of 
five timber frame houses at Farnham Royal. 
Information obtained during Mr. Barr’s 
invest.gation suggests that by comparison 
with conventional methods of all-brick con- 
struction, timber framing offers important 
economic advantages of fast erection and 
better insulation. 

End walls and party walls for the Farn- 
ham Royal scheme are to be brick, but the 
rest of the structure, including all partit.on 
walls, will be timber framed. Pacific Coast 
Hemlock timber, surfaced to Canadian 
Lumber Standards (CLS), has been specified 
throughout for exterior and interior walls, 
floors and roof. The front and back of the 
terrace will be covered externally with 
Western Red Cedar. 

It is expected that work on the Farnham 
Royal homes will be put in hand early next 
spring by Holland & Hannen and Cubitts, 
Ltd., whose representative, Mr. J. J. Ryan 
(one of the firm’s senior agents) is at present 
on a visit to Canada for the purpose of 
studying Canad:an house building techniques. 
During his tour, Mr. Ryan will give special 
attention to Canadian methods of dry wall 
building. This technique reduces the time 
lag between the completion of a house and 
occupation, and provides an answer to the 
condensation problem familiar to builders 
in this country.

METROPOLITAN WATER 
BOARD. 


Triennial Report 


N the review of the work of the Metro- 
politan Water Board by its chairman, 
Mr. A. Gorman, presented at a meeting on 
October 26, it is announced that work on the 
new reservoir at Walton is to be resumed— 
the 1939-45 War interrupted the original plan. 
Much work has been completed in the last 
‘three years including a new pumping station 
at William Girling reservoir, Chingford, and 
two new bore holes in the Kent area, one at 
‘Sundridge and the other at North Orpington. 

Work has commenced on a new main to 
augment the Thames supply to East London. 
Beginning at Hampton, it is driven through 
London clay to a shaft near Walthamstow. 
This main, of 84 ft. diameter, will carry 70 
million gallons a day and is expected to 
cost over £5m. 

A new filtration plant is nearly completed 
at Ashford Common with something of an 
innovation in the form of mechanical filter- 
cleaning processes. One method enables 
filter beds to be skimmed and resanded with 
the aid of a travelling sand-handling bridge, 
while the other utilises a hydraulic sand- 
washing machine mounted on a travelling 
bridge, making it possible to clean the sand 
without emptying the bed. Either method 
may be used on the new pits. 


EFFECTS OF THE 
CREDIT SQUEEZE 


Eastern Federation’s Survey 


[THE Eastern Federation of Building 
Trades Employers has completed an 
extensive survey of the labour force of its 
members, returns being received from over 
one-third of the member firms employing 
some 25,000 building operatives in the 
eastern counties.

These figures bear out the general impres- 
sion that Norfolk is already suffering a re- 
cession in building work which is likely to 
become worse. Huntingdonshire, a small 
county, is also likely to be affected in the 
coming months. Suffolk shows an unfor- 
tunate decline in the labour force although 
temporarily quite a few men may have been 
absorbed in major airfield projects. The 
Essex figures are slightly less tavourable for 
the north of the county than they are for 
the south. 

The Federation suggests that the profes- 
sions could help greatly if they were to con- 
duct a survey on future projects. 

Briefly it can be, said that credit restric- 
tions are having a marked effect on the 
‘northern part of the region but so far the 


rest of the eastern counties are not greatly 
affected. 

It should be mentioned that these figures 
were returned in the first week in November, 
before the effects of the international situ- 
ation could be assessed in any way. Addi- 
tionally, the operation of credit restrictions 
may well cause a rapid change in the posi- 
tion even if at present certain parts of the 
eastern counties give no cause for special 
concern. 


AVAILABILITY OF 
BUILDING MATERIALS 


Scope for Increased Productivity 


(T!HERE was every indication that the 

building industry as a whole reached 
a peak of post-war activity duriag the past 
summer, and there would probably be some 
diminution of building in the immediate 
future, said Mr. G. W. A. MILLER, chairman 
and managing director, at the annual general 
meeting of Eastwoods, Ltd., held in London 
on November 15. 


‘This position is confirmed,’ Mr. Miller 
continued, ‘by reports from the building 
and civil engineering contractors of a 
reduction in the number of new contracts 
now coming forward for all types of build- 
ing work, and we may therefore expect 
some reduction in the demand for our pro- 
ducts from December, 1956, onwards, with 
more intensive competition among manu- 
facturers and suppliers of building materials. 
Provided this recession does not go too far, 
it will not be a bad thing for the building 
industry, which has been over-extended in 
many directions in the past, and the pro- 
ductivity of labour should increase as 
materials generally become more readily 
available. 


‘We are not anticipating a catastrophic 
decline—far from it—but orders will prob- 
ably be less easy to get and profit margins 
will be reduced. It is estimated that about 
280,000 houses may be expected to be com- 
pleted in the 12 months ended December, 
1957, which will be only about 7 per cent. 
less than the total of the previous year. 
But taking the longer view, there is a great 
backlog of building work still to be under- 
taken, so that we have every reason to look 
forward to a busy and constructive future.’ 


Speaking on wages and labour relations, 
Mr. Miller said: ‘The root cause of most 
of our present difficulties and the main 
reason for anxiety about the future is the 
continuing rise in wages, since it must now 
be apparent to everyone that wage advances 
without increased production inevitably 
mean further price increases. As has been 
exemplified by the recession in the motor 
industry, it is now all too easy to be priced 
out of any market, and this inevitably leads 
straight on to reduced production and unem- 
ployment, with all its baneful consequences. 

‘It is all very well to speak about a 
greater measure of equality. Surely a policy 
of equality requires rather more than addi- 
tional smash and grab raids into the reserves 
and investments of the nation. What it 
demands is eauality of work, effort and 
sacrifice and responsibility. 

‘The TUC attitude towards a 40-hour 
week is again most unfortunate ard unpro- 
pitious. It represents merely another dis- 
guised application for increased wages.’

MANAGERS 


Annual Dinner 


HE now five-year-old Institute of Muni- 
cipal Building Management held its 
annual dinner at the Criterion, London, on 
November 16. After an infancy during 
which it was difficult to determine its future 
the organisation now seems to have found 
quite steady legs, due to consolidation and 
its determination that direct labour is here 
to stay. 


ALD. NORMAN PRITCHARD, MSc, JP, Chair- 
man of the Metropolitan Boroughs’ Stand- 
ing Joint Committee, in addressing the com- 
pany mused on whether or not the Institute, 
as it was five, should begin compulsory edu- 
cation but went on in a more serious vein to 
remind all in local government of the grati- 
tude due to organisations of this sort. He 
reminded his listeners of the aim of the in- 
stitute which is the establishment of stan- 
dards to be employed in direct labour build- 
ing organisations, to consolidate and thereby 
draw strength for the cause. . Nevertheless, 
Mr. Pritchard said that a.tradition had been 
built up, almost a religion in fact, and he 
felt that the institute was doing work of the 
utmost value in encouraging direct labour. 


In replying, Mr. C. STANLEY, President of 
the Institute, spoke a little on the progress 
and experiences of the institute during the 
past year, of its visits and week-end school. 
Then of the vast schemes carried out by 
local authorities, much of which had been 
done by direct labour, with sufficient success 
to interest other local authorities. The day, 
he hoped, was not far off when the Institute 
would be a body to which all in local 
government would come for guidance and 
information on direct labour organisation. 
If, he said, building managers had complete 
control over the engagement of labour, and 
freedom to purchase plant and materials 
then direct labour would be even more 
successful. 


. ‘The Guests’ was proposed by Mr. A. 
Ayres, ARICS, who added that someone 
had said—he didn’t say who— Local Gov- 
ernment succeeds in spite of itself,’ and that 
this was backed up by the esteem with 
which our system of local government was 
held overseas. Mr. M. F. BELL replied for 
the guests.

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LAMINATED TIMBER CONSTRUCTION 


Its Uses as a Structural Material 


By P. L. MONEY 


"(HE view has been expressed in the 

United States that the future of 
timber as a structural material lies in the 
use of glued laminated components such 
as beams, columns, frames and arches. 
Laminated timber has, indeed, . many 
advantages, both technical and esthetic, 
over other forms of construction, whether 
in timber or in_ other 
materials, and there can at 
least be little doubt that these 
advantages are becoming 
increasingly recognised in 
th's country. So far, however, 
our designers have not sought 
io exploit the possibilities of 
lamination on a large scale, 
and the spectacular achieve- . 
ments of Canadian and 
American architects and 
engineers in this field have 
not yet found their counter- 
parts in the United Kingdom. 
Nevertheless, the basis now 
exists for a steady expansion 
of the use of laminated 
timber and the designer can 
call on firms of fabricators 
who have already a fund of 
specialised experience, and 
who are, in turn, supported 
by the expert knowledge of 
the glue manufacturers. Both 
fabricators and glue manu- 
facturers will play their part 
in the arrangements which 
the Timber Development 
Association is making to 
place at the disposal of the 
building industry a design 
and manufacturing service in 
timber. It.is understood that 
details of these arrange- 
ments will become available 
early in the New Year, and there can be 
little doubt that, although not devoted 
exclusively to laminated construction, 
they will further increase interest in its 
use. 

Meanwhile the publication earlier this 
year of the OEEC report on ‘ Laminated 
Timber,’ obtainable from the Stationery 
Office, provides an interesting and im- 
portant addition to the literature, and one 


to which it is impossible to avoid refer- 
ence in this article. The report is that of 
a Technical Assistance Mission, organ- 
ised at the instigation of the Timber 
Committee of the OEEC, which visited 
the United States in 1954 to study the 
manufacture of structural laminated 
members. It gives an account not only of 
methods of manufacture but discusses 
also the technique of laminating and

factors affecting the design of laminated 
structures. It is essential reading to any 
study of the subject. 


Structural Laminating Defined 


Structural laminating the report de- 
fines as ‘ the jointing together of boards, 
end to end, with scarf or similar glued 
joints, and the gluing of the resulting 
long laminates face to face, and occa-

sionally edge to edge, to form a straight 
or curved member of the requisite 
dimensions.’ The frame of a _ tennis 
racquet provides, in miniature, one of the 
best known examples of structural 
laminating, and well illustrates at the 
same time its advantages of stiffness, light 
weight, good appearance, ease of manu- 
facture and adaptability to the required 
shape, without the complications of brac- 
ing members or triangulation. There is 
no other combination of method and 
material which will provide in the same 
degree all these desirable qualities, and 
this fact alone should ensure the increas- 
ing interest of designers and manu-

facturers, particularly whenever an 
architectural requirement is predominant. 

Laminated timber can be ‘ tailored’ to 
provide ‘a straight or curved member of 
the requisite dimensions,’ and it is this 
which gives it its peculiar architectural 
advantages. What, however, are the 
factors which affect the design of a 
laminated timber structure—an arch, for 
instance, or a portal frame? The forces in 
a Structure due to the externally applied 
loads are determined from normal 
‘structural theory’ considerations and 
basic stresses for the timber used in 
laminated construction may be obtained 
from the BS Code of Practice CP112. 
These basic stresses have to be modified 
by a number of factors, such as the ratio 
between the radius of curvature and the 
thickness of the individual laminate, the 
depth of the cross-section in relation to 
its width, the conditions of manufacture, 
and the conditions of service. 

‘The great advantage of lamination, 
one hears it said, ‘ is that you can use 
old timber.’ This is not so. It is, however. 
true that a laminated member can: be 
built up so that boards containing defects

are placed in the least highly stressed 
parts of the component and the clear 
material where stresses are greatest. 
Lamination, in other words, offers the 
opportunity of intelligent selectioa, and 
the use of timber according to its grade. 
Further, with plain timber a working 
stress takes account of the size and 
number of defects permitted. In a lamin- 
ated member, built up of several boards, 
it is unlikely that the largest permitted 
defect will occur in each board, and at 
the same place in each board, while the 
greater the number of boards in a 
lamination the less likely does this be- 
come. The effect of faults is, therefore. 
reduced by lamination. 


Drying Large Members 


Working stresses for plain timber also 
take account of the effect of checks and 
shakes and of the difficulty of drying 
thoroughly large solid members. With 
lamination the individual laminates are 
unlikely to be more than 1 in. to 2 in. 
thick and can thus be rapidly and 
thoroughly dried before gluing without 
the danger of end shakes and surface 
checks appearing. Also, being thoroughly 
dry right through, the thin laminates are 
stronger and stiffer relatively, for the 
drier wood is the stiffer it becomes. 
Nevertheless, care should always be taken 
to ensure that laminates are dried to the 
moisture content appropriate to their 
final use and situation, and that the 
Jaminated member itself is protected so 
far as possible from sharp changes~ in 
atmospheric humidity, once it has been 
finally installed. 


The selection of the right glue for a 
lamination is clearly of fundamental

importance, and the glue manufacturer 
should always be consulted by the 
designer and fabricator. The choice of 
glue will usually depend upon the degree 
to which the lamination will be exposed 
to moisture or upon the character of the 
building of which the lamination is a 
part. The maximum durability, for in- 
stance, would be required of laminated 
arches for a church or a building of a 
similarly permanent nature. It is, how- 
ever, not merely the durability of the glue 
which is important, but also its strength. 
Wood moves with changes of moisture, 
and stresses are set up in it; the glue must 
be able to withstand such movement. 


Choice of Glue 


The OEEC report, referring to the 
choice of glue, states that in America an 
arbitrary dividing line is made at .15 per 
cent. moisture content in use, structures 
for drier conditions than this being 
glued with casein glue and those for 
moister conditions with a synthetic resin. 
In this country, with its lower internal 
temperatures and higher humidities, 
casein might well be used in situations 
where the moisture content of the wood 
occasionaHy reaches but never exceeds 
20 per cent. For partly exposed structures 
or those protected by paint or varnish 
and well maintained, melamine-urea 
resins might be used, but could not be 
expected to give the maximum dur- 


ability. For any structure exposed to: 


wetting or of a very permanent nature 
phenol-resorcinol or resorcinol resins 
should be specified. For the moist con- 
ditions such as are found in cattle sheds, 
for instance, a resorcino] glue is indi- 
cated. 
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Surface Protection of Lamination 


_ It remains to discuss the surface pro- 
tection of the lamination and its resist- 
ance to fungal decay and fire. So far 
as surface protection is concerned the 
appearance of a laminated timber mem- 
ber is so pleasing that most people would 
be loth to cover it with paint. It might 
be advisable to use paint, however, for 
those parts of a lamination exposed to 
the weather, such as, for instance, the 
feet of an arch projecting through the 
wall of a building. Inside, a clear finish 
such as oil, wax or varnish would, no 
doubt, be thought desirable, and would 
help to reduce the effect on the wood of 
changing humidity, 


Fire Resistance Qualities 


The bogey of fungal decay is now 
better understood than it was just after 


‘the war, when the view appeared to be 


widely held that wood became decayed 
in much the same way as human beings 
caught a cold. Good ventilation and the 
prevention of permanently damp condi- 
tions are, of course, the essential require- 
ments for the avoidance of decay, and if 
these cannot be provided recourse must 
be had to the use of a naturally durable 
timber or to preservative treatment. It 
is also important to provide some water- 
proof barrier between brickwork or 
masonry and the timber. For laminated 
members the same considerations apply 
as for plain timber, although the chemi- 
cal reaction, if any, between preservatives 
and glues should be considered with the 
manufacturers of these materials and 
their advice taken.

it, and one cannot do better than quote 
the ‘ollowing paragraph from the OEEC 
report: = 

‘Timber behaves better in a fire than 
is often believed. It burns at the slow and 
fair'y steady rate of 1/40 in. per minute 
in furnaces prescribed for American and 
British standard tests. It thus takes an 
appreciable time for a member to be 
sufficiently depleted to collapse, aud the 
time. of course, increases with the size 
of the member. The high conductivity of 
steel, on the other hand, causes it to 
become hot right through quite quickly, 
and soft enough to collapse. Thus an un- 
protected steel stanchion may have a 
10-minute life in a standard fire com- 
pared with 30 minutes for 2-in. joists in 
a floor protected by a plaster ceiling and 
20 minutes for similar unprotected joists. 
Laminated timber is at an advantage here 
compared with solid timber structures in 
that it is commonly used in larger 
sections.” 


To this can be added the fact that 
laminated components are simple beams 
or arches without any of the small 
section cross pieces and braces of framed 
and bolted construction. They thus pre- 
sent a small surface in relation to their 
mass and do not readily ignite. It is, in- 
deed, probably true to say that once a 
fire has started in the contents of a build- 
ing, which is where it nearly always does 
start, heavy glued laminated timber 
members provide a higher degree of fire 
resistance than almost anything else. 


Costs 


Nothing has so far been said about 
costs, and in a broad review such as this 
any details would be inappropriate and 
probably misleading. The OEEC report 
contains an interesting chapter on the 
estimated capital and production costs 
for a European laminating plant, but a 
number of important modifications 
should today be made to these estimates. 
There is, however, no doubt that, as the 
report states, ‘the cost of producing 
laminated timber varies with the produc- 
tion scale.” A building with some degree 
of temperature and humidity control and 
a large area of unobstructed floor space, 
jies and clamping equipment, glue

spreaders, scarf cut- 
ters, saws, drills and 
sanders, lifting 
tackle, high fre- 
quency driers and 
the rest cannot be 
economically opera- 
ted on a ‘one-off’ 
basis, and increased 
facilities for the 
fabrication of 
laminated com- 
ponents cannot be 
expected to expand 
rapidly in the 
absence of a reason- 
able demand. The 
two must grow to- 
& gether, as_ they 
almost _ certainly 
will. 

Today several 
firms are specialis- 
ing in the field and 
designers should have no difficulty in 
finding manufacturers. As will be seen 
from the accompanying illustrations 
numerous buildings of merit and inter- 
est have already been erected, and there 
can be little doubt that they will stimulate 
the architectural profession to further 
interest in lamination. 

In America the structural engineer also 
has embraced its possibilities, and indus- 
trial structures of truly massive propor- 
tions are to be seen in the United States 
and Canada. In this country glued lamin- 
ated members are now widely used for 
the top chords and main ties of bow- 
string trusses of wide span, and it is 
probable that for spans of 40 ft. and over 
these provide the most economical form 
of roof support now obtainable. With the 
laminated arch also, very wide spans— 
well over 206 ft.—can be economically 
achieved. So far as is known the arches 
designed for the South Bank Festival of 


in the roof of 
University 
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Britain Exhibition in 1951, which now 
support the roof of BEA’s Waterloo Air 
Terminal, are still the largest in Britain. 


They span 101 ft. with a rise of 60 ft. 
By and large, however, the structural 
engineer in this country has not yet tried 
to emulate the achievements in this field 
of his North American colleagues. 


Further Development ‘Inevitable’ 

Lamination, to conclude, has so much 
to recommend it that its further develop- 
ment would appear to be inevitable. The 
scope which it offers for interesting and, 
indeed, exciting architectural solutions in 
buildings of many kinds is enormous, and 
is already well illustrated by contem- 
porary achievements, both here and 
abroad. A laminating industry is now in 
being and will grow, and once produc- 
tion can be increased costs can be re- 
duced. Most of the technical ‘ know-how’ 
of design is available. The Timber 
Development Association, the Forest 
Products Research Laboratory, the fabri- 
cators and the glue manufacturers stand 
ready to help and to advise. ‘ Who,’ one 
might ask of the designers, ‘is going to 
identify himself with this new industry? ° 


Rise in House Prices 


According to the Co-operative Permanent 
Building Society’s ‘Occasional Bulletin,’ 
issued on November 1, the prices of houses 
sold with vacant possession rose during the 
first six months of this year by 24 to 4 per 
cent. and remained more or less stable 
during the third quarter. During the first 
nine months of the year house building 
costs increased by about three per cent. The 
average price of new properties mortgaged 
to the Society rose from £2,121 in the last 
quarter of 1955 to £2,207 in the third 
quarter of 1956.

Supplied in flat or corrugated sheets in 
different colours, ‘ Polestit’ is said to be 
especially suitable for roofing halls and 
workshops, where its low weight (1.6. to 
2.2 kgs/sq.m.) enables cons:derable savings 
in the strength of the framework required. 
The material is said to be highly resistant 
to weather and to solvents, acids and carbon 
dioxide, and its thermal stabil.ty is high.

NUCLEAR*® RESEARCH CENTRES 
oe International Projects 


NUCLEAR RESEARCH CENTRES are being set 
up in a number of countries in an endeavour 
to keep pace with American progress in 
this field of science. In Denmark a centre 
is to be erected on a peninsula near Roskilde, 
20 miles west of Copenhagen, designed and 
built by Danish companies; the project will 
be operated by the Danish Atomic Energy 
Commission. The US will contribute 
$350,000 towards the cost as a part of the 
Atoms for Peace programme. 

The Technische Hochschule in Munich 
will be the site of the first Western European 
research reactor to be installed in a uni- 
versity for training in nuclear science. 
Poland has begun the construction near

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Warsaw of what is to be the principal atomic 
research centre in the country.

The Atomic Energy Research Institute of 
Japan plans to establish a 50-kilowatt reactor 
at a site near Tokyo. General Electric’s 
Atomic Power Equipment Division will 
manufacture and install a 3,000-kilowatt 
research reactor in the Moncloa area near 
Madrid for the Junta de Energia Nuclear, 
Spain’s Nuclear Energy Commission.

AFRICAN BUILDING 
NEWS 


HE following items of building news are 
included in Barclays Bank D.C.O. 
“Overseas Review’ for November. 

In the Eastern Region of Nigeria there is 
expected to be an increased demand for 
building materials in the next few months to 
build primary schools. Some 1,700 new 
schools are required before the end of the 
year to implement the Regional Govern- 
ment’s decision to take over all primary 
schools and to provide free primary educa- 
tion from January 1, 1957. 

The municipality of Blantyre and Limbe 
in Nyasaland plan to spend £500,000 on 
housing. buildings and improvements dur- 
ing the next five years. 

Building plans passed by the Ndola 
(Northern Rhodesia) Municipal Councj] dur- 
ing September totalled £683,375; the plans 
included a multi-storey building at £110,000, 
a European housing scheme at £115,200, and 
a block comprising cinema and shops at 
£75,000. Work on the new £150,000 rail- 
way station and marshalling yards has been 
temporarily delayed. Next year, Lusaka 
municipality will spend some £1,000,000 on 
development, including tarred roads in new 
areas. Within the next nine months the 
Northern Rhodesia Government will be 
erecting 230 three-bedroomed houses to cost 
about £3,500 each. 

In Southern Rhodesia work on the main 
wall of the Kariba Dam has now started 
after 15 months of preliminary construction 
work costing between £1,500,000 and 
£2,000,000. Forty miles from Bulawayo 
work has begun on the municipality’s Um- 
zingwane Dam, the biggest in Matabeleland, 
and to cost about fim. A Salisbury com- 
pany is to build a £2,500,000 self-contained 
low-cost housing project four miles from the 
city centre, financed by local building 
societies and finance houses. During 
August the value of building plans approved 
by Salisbury Municipality dropped to 
£562,825. Building plans passed in Bula- 
wayo during September reached a. total 
value of £250,252. 

Building plans passed in the Union of 
South Africa during August were valued at 
£7.5m. Reports from most areas acknow- 
ledge that the building boom is now giving 
place to more normal conditions.

At the annual meeting of the Tile Fire- 
place Makers’ Association, held in London 
on November 7, Mr. V. S. Niblett, chair- 
man, announced that during the past year 
an additional 55 members had joined the 
Association. 
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Gorbals Scheme

scheme at a cost of some £200,000. Located 
in the Commercial-road, Ballater-street area, 
they will include four blocks of traditional 
three-storey tenements and a block of 36 
maisonettes, each of two storeys and con- 
tained in a four-storey block. Floor heat- 
ing by electricity will be a feature of the 
design.

EASTWOODS LIMITED 


A DECADE OF STEADY AND CONTINUOUS PROGRESS 

The thirty-sixth annual ge~eral meeting of Eastwoods Limited was 
held on November 15 in London. ee 

Mr. G. W. A. MILLER, F.C.1.S. (chairman and managing director), 
in the course of his speech said : 

During the twelve months ended March 31, 1956, Eastwoods 
manufactured and delivered a greater tonnage and value of building 
materials than ever before and for the first time in its long history 
the Trading Profits of the Group exceeded one million pounds. 

The profits of the Group, after depreciation, etc., but before 
taxation, were also the highest ever recorded, and have fulfilled the 
Directors’ forecast at the time of the Rights Issue of Ordinary Stock 
last November. 

We have again transferred £100,000 to General Reserve, making 
a total of £650,000 at March, 1956, and after maintaining the 
dividend on the increased Ordinary Stock at 174 per cent. the carry 
forward at £281,000 shows an increase of £20,000. 

In only a decade, the Trading Revenue has been enlarged almost 
tenfold, a record of vigorous growth of which our old Company 
can be justifiably proud. 

The first of the new kilns at our Fletton brickworks at Orton, 
Peterborough, is nearing completion and we have every expectation 
of full outputs by the Summer of 1957, which will treble production 
at this works. 

At Leighton Buzzard Concrete Tile Works larger outputs of the 
popular ‘‘ Grovebury ” tile should be obtained by next Spring. 

The Concrete Products Works at Camberley, Surrey, and She- 
walton, Ayrshire, were further enlarged and by the end of the year 
will be fully equipped for the manufacture of spun pipes. 

About £100,000 has again been spent on transport replacements 
and additions. 

On the production side the major event during the past financial 
year was the completion of the third rotary cement kiln at our 
Barrington Works, which commenced manufacture in September, 
1955. The new Barrington kiln got away to a most successful start 
and all three kilns at this works are functioning very well indeed. 

CURRENT TRADING AND FUTURE PROSPECTS 

New prices for cement, fletton bricks, stock bricks and concrete 
tiles were announced to be held firm for 12 months unless something 
quite unexpected and exceptional happens. The Nationalised Indus- 
tries have given similar undertakings so that it may be possible to 
keep prices unchanged until at least the middle of next year, subject 
always to the Trades Unions acting with restraint. 

These price stabilisation policies have been carried out at the behest 
of the Government, but they have not been accomplished without 
considerable cost to the Industries concerned and profit margins 
are naturally less than was the case 12 months ago. 

During the seven months since March, 1956, all works of the East- 
woods Group have been fully employed and up to the end of October 
we have again manufactured and sold a greater quantity and value of 
building materials than in any comparable period ever before. It is, 
however, now clear that the Government’s disinflationary measures are 
beginning to exercise an increasingly restrictive effect on the tempo 
of building and we may expect some reduction in the demand from 
December, 1956, onwards, with more intensive competition among 
manufacturers and suppliers: of building materials. ; 

It is estimated that about 280,000 houses may be completed in the 
12 months ended December, 1957, which will be only about 7 per cent. 
less than the total of the previous year. But, taking a longer view, 
there is a great backlog of building work still to be undertaken, 
so that we have every reason to look forward to a busy and con- 
structive future. The latest returns show that in Great Britain there 
are still over a million homes unfit for human habitation. 

WAGES AND LABOUR RELATIONS . 

The root cause of our present difficulties and the main reason for 
anxiety about the future is the continuing rise in wages, since wage 
advances without increased production inevitably mean further 
price increases. Unpalatable measures have been imposed by the 
Government in an endeavour to stop the rot and most people will 
have been shocked at recent irresponsible utterances by Trade 
Union leaders when rejecting the Chancellor’s appeal for restraint. 
It is now all too easy to be priced out of any market and this leads 
straight on to reduced production and unemployment with all its 
baneful consequences. It is sincerely to be hoped that more realistic 
considerations will weigh with the Trade Union leaders when off the 
public platform, and that the true interests of the workpeople will be 
given paramount consideration which, according to my interpretation, 
is a good wage for a steady job with continuing full employment. 

STOCK BRICKS MINERALS PLANNING 

Last year I reported that the problem of future brickearth reserves 
for the Stock Brick Industry was still under discussion with the 
Ministry of Housing. Astonishing though it may seem, the Industry 
had actually been informed by the Planning Ministry that a term of 40 
years’ life had been put on the manufacture of Stock Bricks, and aiter 
that period no further brickearth excavations would be permitted. 
This was an arbitrary decision wt ich we were totally unable to accept, 
and after a lot of hard work we have earned some sort of reprieve.
